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BODY FOUND UNDER PEPPER TREE 


Black Dahlia’ Fiend 
Stalks Coast Again 


“LOS ANGELES, May 3—(UP)—The nude and horribly 


mutilated body of a 36-year- 


found Saturday, apparently marking renewed activity of 


old Los Angeles matron was 


Southern California’s “Black Dahlia” sex fiend. 


The body was identified as that 
of Mrs. Dorothy' Montgomery, 
Firestone Park housewife and 
mother of three children, who had 
_ been missing from her home 
since 9:30 p. m. Friday. 

Police said she had been stran- 
gied with a garrote and beaten 
brutally about the head. Her body 
had been stripped of clothing and 
her breasts had been mutilated. 

Authorities said they were 
awaiting results of an autopsy to 
determine whether or not she had 
been criminally assaulted. 

Investigating officers said the 
slaying closely followed the pat- 
tern of a series of four previous 
fiend murders which began with 

“Black Dahlia” murder of 22- 


vear-old Elizabeth Short on Jan. | 


15 

Mrs. Montgomery's murder 
looks similar to the Black Dahlia 
case because of the mutilations 
in both cases,” Inspector Norris 
Stensland of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's office declared. 

Miss Short’s body was bisected 
and she was slashed across the 
mouth, breasts and thighs. 

Mrs. Montgomery, the fourth 
victim of the series, was missing 
since she left her home in the 
family car Friday night to pick 
up a daughter, Maycille, 15. The 
daughter later returned home 
alone and said she had not seen 
her mother. 

Her blood-spattered car was 
found abangoned early Saturday 
near the Slauson playground 
where Mrs. Montgomery was to 
have met her daughter. 

Residents of the area said the 


car was abandoned there by a 
man who parked it at about 10:30 
o'clock Friday night, and James 
Kennedy, one of the residents, 
told police he would be able to 
identify the man who parked 
the car. 


Mrs. Montgomery's body was 
discovered under a pepper tree in 
a vacant lot by G. W. Thomas, 54, 
a mechanic. It was about five 
miles from the spot where the 
car was abandoned. 

The body was lying on the vic- 
tim’s torn clothing, about 30 feet 
from a dirt path which leads 
‘through the lot. Her purse and 


its contents were found scattered 


‘nearby. 

Police said one of the victim’s 
shoes was found at the scene and 
the other was discovered near 
the parked car in the Slauson 
Park area. . 

Traces of hair were found on 
the left front door and running 
board of the car. The rear seat, 
left front door, steering wheel 
and running board were splashed 
with blood. 

Thomas Montgomery, husband 
of the slain woman, and their 
children, Maycille, Eugene, 17, 
and Mrs. Rosella Jones, 18, were 
being questioned by police in the 
hope of obtaining some clue. 

Other sex crimes in the “Black 
Dahlia” series were those of Mrs. 
Jeanne T. French, 45-year-old fly- 
ing nurse, and Evelyn Winters 
Justin Wyndam, 49. 

None of the crimes has been 
solved, although scores of suspects 
were arrested and grilled.

WASHINGTON, May 3—(UP)— 
Marsha] Stalin says the United 
States and the USSR can avoid 
war if they want to—and Russia, 
he says, wants to. But “if one par- 
ty does not wis

WASHINGTON, May 3—(4)—A 
crive for lower prices by the head 
of the National Association of 
Wholesalers was announced at the 
White House Saturday night with 
President Truman's indorsement. 

He declared that “it is gratifyi 
to see this fine response i the 
plea for price reduction.” 

The drive, as outlined by Joseph 
Kolodny, President of the Associa- 
tion, séeks to hold down prices at 
ail levels 

It is based on his belief that “the 
price level is too high,” that “it is 
out of relationship with the in- 
come level of most wage earners” 
and that “a consumer buying re- 
sistance has set in,” which might 
bring “the threat of a major de- 
pression.” 

Kolodny addressed fellow whole- 
salers through the Association's 
publication, sending a copy to Mr. 
Truman. He asked them as “citi- 
zens and business men” to take 
three steps: 

See what they can‘do, !Individu- 
aily and collectively, to make sure 
that “we are not adding one cent 
more than can be justified under 
present conditions for distribution 
costs or profit.” 

Urge the firms from which they

Cuction can they exist even at 
present prices.” 

Call through their salesmen for 
retailers to do all they can toward 
“cutting their selling costs to the 
bone, establishing a more efficient 
operation, consolidating certain 
services, and being satisfied with a 
reasonable profit.”

Italy is bitter about her fate. 
Despite her eleventh-hour switch 
over to the Allies, Italy knows the 
taste of defeat in the loss of colo- 
nies, territory, naval might and 
reparations. She is still host to 
American and British soldiers— 
and wishes they would go home. 

Crops have been short and 
UNRRA is ending. In the cities, 
the people talk of famine and food 
riots. Inflation casts its black 
shadow. Labor agitates for higher 
wages. Political thought divides 
ever more sharply to Right and 
Left, breeding fear of another dic- 
tatorship. War talk increases. 

Against this background, Giu- 
seppe finds little solace. He 
knows his living costs are .approxi- 
mately 40 times what they were 
in 1938, but his wages have in- 
creased only 13 to 29 times, de 
pending on his job. He is lucky

But trade is reviving. Specialty 
food ‘products are flown to hun- 
gry Britain.

The scene is definitely optimis- 
tic in Yugoslavia. Here the peo- 
ple have spent two postwar years 
in an all-out fight for reconstruc- 
tion and there is hardly a Serb 
or a Croat who will not agree that 
today life is infinitely better. 

There is still much to be done. 
Drouth brought famine, but relief 
food. kept the people going. Much 
material aid has been received and 
put to good use. Men and women 
who languished in concentration 
camps find genuine pleasure in 
freedom to work again in village 
and farm, 

A stern government controls the 
political scene, but as far as the 
little fellow is concerned, he finds 
much to hope for and many bless- 
ings to count. 

REICH WAGES LOW 

Germany is vastly unhappy. For 
most of the war, the German lived 
well, so he feels the hunger and 
misery today most sharvly. He no 
sooner chokes down his potatoes 
and black bread or soup at one 
meal than he begins foracing for 
the rext. He is preoccupied in a 
search for clothes, shoes and shel- 
ter. 

Few Germans feel like working 
hard because their wages, virtual- 
ly worthless, buy little and are 
sliced deeply by taxes. In the 
cities, the ruins stand grim and 
foreboding. The.great powers let 
the months slip by without agree- 
ment on his future, and the Ger- 
man tends to forget that Hitler 
and the Nazis were responsible.

Dixie Growth, 
Gross Asserts 


No single economic factor in the 
next 10 years would be more im- 
portant to the nation than the eco- 
nomic development of the South, 


Chairman of the President’s Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers, said 
here Friday. 

Addressing a conference on em- 
ployment and economic opportu- 
nity, sponsored by the Atlanta 
Urban League, Gross said the 
South’s standard of living, level 
of health conditions and level of 
education constituted “the great- 
est threat to America’s future eco- 
nomic welfare.” 

“Unless the standard of living 
can be raised,” he said, “and un- 
less our manufacturers can hope 
to sell as many ice boxes and au- 
tomobiles per capita in Georgia 
as they sell in Ohio, we face trou- 
ble. 

“There is great opportunity 
for an increased market in the 
South. There is no reason why 
the economic pattern of America 
should follow its present trend of 
locating .its greatest industrial 


‘centers out of the South, if the 


South will undertake to provide 
an increased market. 

“In working on employment 
problems affecting specific indus- 
tries, the broader problem is jin- 
evitably reduced because the 
problems of all industries are def- 
initely inter-related. There would 
be more jobs in transportation if 
the railroads had a promise ahead 
of them of carrying more freight. 
Former Gov. Arnall’s fight against 
discriminatory freight rates goes 
hand in hand with opening up 
new areas of railroad employ- 
ment.”

Church membership for the year | 
shows a gain: of 213,751, making 
the total membership 6,079,305.

Harold Stassen has done his country a 
service in releasing, with Soviet agree- 
ment, the partial text of his interview 
with Joseph Stalin, head of the Russian 
Government. 


We publish it on the opposite editorial 
page today with the earnest recommenda- 
tion that it be read unhurriedly. 


It reveals the Soviet leaders’ familiar- 
ity with American problems. It is obvi- 
ous that he and those in his Government 
keep this country under closest study. It 
is possible for them to do so.

But we think the 
Stassen-Stalin interview emphasizes the 
necessity for us to push each and every 
opportunity to bring about the co-opera- 
tion djscussed, including the exchange of 
seGaenits, books and other cultural and 
professional subjects.

What the Russians do not want the 
world to see is the poverty of their living 
standards.

Premier Stalin frankly said as much to 
the late President Roosevelt at Yalta. He 
said his country could not permit free 
tourist travel until the standard of living 
had been raised to one approximating 
that of this country. It is this one fact 
which chiefly explains “the iron curtain.” 
The Soviets do not wish their people to 
know too much about the living standards 
of other countries. 


Their problem of demobilization has 
been made the more difficult because of 
what millions of their soldiers saw and 


To Study Tax Revision 


Acting Gov. Thompson has fulfilled our 
hope that the recently authorized com- 
mission to make a comprehensive study 
of Georgia’s tax structure would be a 
non-partisan venture. 

Those whom he has named thereto are, 
without exception, leaders in their respec- 
tive fields. Moreover, and this is most 
important in assuring that the commis- 
sion’s recommendations will receive the 
attention they warrant, the board is com- 
prised of those of every political affilia- 
tion. 

There is an obvious and undenied need 
for revision of Georgia’s patchwork tax 
system. But it should be undertaken on 
an intelligent and systematic basis. Real- 
izing this, the General Assembly author- 


learned in the Balkans and in Germany 
and Austria. 

It must be kept in mind that the Rus- 
sians are not supermen who have no prob- 
lems. They are plagued with every prob- 
lem we know, lack of housing, veterans 
and their needs, shortages which are much 
more acute than ours in the field of build- 
ing supplies and consumer goods gener- 
ally. Their food shortages also are known. 

The Stassen-Stalin interview suggests, 
too, that we must not allow any group in 
this country to talk us into a “holy war” 
attitude toward Russia. We must resist 
wherever we can, with the weapons of 
facts, their political expansion. We are 
preparing to do this in Greece and Turkey. 

And, most important, we must do what 
Harold Stassen insists that we do—so con- 
trol our economy that we will not have a 
depression with large numbers of persons 
unemployed. The Russian propagandists 
are already making use of our normal 
number of unemployed and of our fear of 
a depression. 

As we have said so frequently before, 
our best defense against Communism at 
home and abroad is to make the free enter- 
prise system so obviously successful as to 
be invulnerable to the philosophy of col- 
lectivism. 

Once we do-that, once we overcome our 
own frustrations and stand before the 
world an example of what democracy can 
accomplish, perhaps we will come to know 
the fulfillment of the aspirations which 
seem to underlie the answers both of 
Messrs. Stassen and Stalin. 

That is, to quote an old Chinese prov- 
erb, that “Two men may share the same 
pillow and yet dream different dreams.”

‘Bigness’ Is 
A Curse When-- 


“No generality is true, not even this one.” 

Henry Wallace generalizes, dangerously, when 
oe he says: 

“The Russian people do not have the same freedom as Ameri- 
cans, but they have an intense feeling they are a vital part of their 
government.” 

Continuing, he said, “The Soviet system is a dictatorship, but 
the people know they have more of a part in the workings of the 
state than ever before in their history.’’. ’ 

There are those who have traveled longer in Russia than Mr. 
Wallace, and who possess, too, perhaps more objectivity, who do not 
agree. 

There are those who have traveled less than he who have good 
grounds to doubt it. 

The facts are that a foreigner traveling in Russia meets, except 
by the merest chance, only those officially connected with the party 
in power. They are enthusiastic to a degree, or in a manner, un- 
known in this, or any other free country where the citizen has been 
reared to regard his government as belonging to him—and not at 
all that he belongs to the government. 

There is a vast difference. Human nature being what it is there 
are undoubtedly millions of Russians who do not feel they are a 
vital part of their government. There are many who regard it as 
something very powerful, afar off in Moscow, which possesses, 
nevertheless, a long arm. They know they are vitally affected by it. 
That they feel themselves to be a vital part of it is extremely doubt- 
ful. They cannot feel but that,they are the property of the gov- 
ernment in so far as they personally are concerned. 


. . The credo of the true liberal is that the individual 
Totalitarian comes first, his rights, liberties and his happiness. 
Liberalism, and the Liberal, have got themselves fouled in the 
web of those who label themselves liberals but whose liberalism 
consists of believing that one group deserves special privileges. 

Big Business, Big Government, Big Labor—each is tainted with 
totalitarianism. Bigness is our curse only when it overwhelms the 
individual. 

The group which believed Big Business deserved special privi- 
leges, brought on by their abuses, a situation which has created 
Big Government and Big Labor. Big Business has made of the in- 
dividual a number, not a person. The result is bad. 

There came to be those who called themselves liberals whose 
credo consisted of damning anyone who opposed anything sought 
by Big Labor as reactionary and fascist. Therefore, one could not 
discuss featherbedding, or the fact that Big Labor destroyed much 
of the individual's personal dignity and freedom as surely as Big 
Business had done so through its exploitations, without being 
shouted down as a fascist. 


Bigness Big Government grew out of the necessity of adminis- 

tering the many tasks of government. Bureaucracy, 
which is not necessarily an evil, but which is always slow and in- 
efficient, became powerful and strong—as the Republicans, inci- 
dentally, are learning. It, too, is a power which destroys the con- 
cept of this system of government—the concept of the individual. 
It, too, is dangerous to the credo of the real liberal. 

The individual had a difficult task, at best. The industrial revo- 
lution and the development of technology and its machinery, makes 
it extremely difficult for the individual. Big Business took him 
and gave him ruthless government. Now Big Labor and Big Gov- 
ernment tug and pull at him, 

The essence of “bigness” in organization is a certain amount of 
authoritarianism, or totalitarianism. 

Those of this generation have witnessed more radical changes in 
the form of government since the time of the city states of ancient 
Greece, or the vast changes wrought by the fall of the Graeco- 
Roman society, bled white by the Hannibalic war, before the 
Barbarians. 


We of our generation saw the totalitarian form of 
Change government develop first in Russia, in°the early 
twenties, then in ‘Italy, Germany, Spain and lesser states, not for- 
getting Cuba under Machado, 

At considerable cost in blood and wealth we have opposed ard 
defeated the world aggression of the Fascist type. We stand today 
opposed politically to the Communist type of Soviet expansion. 

The day of the individual, as such, may be in semi-eclipse. But 
there is within the individual a desire to be a person, free from any 
central authority. How to get it in a modern society is his problem 
and it is no wonder he is restive. 

Mr. Wallace, therefore, does his country or its people no good 
with - what amounts to a left-handed apology for a totalitarian gov- 
ernment—‘It is a totalitarian government, the people do not have 
freedom, but they feel they are a vital part of the government.” 

I do not think Mr. Wallace intends to mislead. His past record 
shows impulsive words and acts which later have been shown to 
be incorrect as to fact. His statement, and his action, on the Baruch 
atomic plan was, for instance, entirely inaccurate and his statement 
incorrect. He leaps before he looks. 

The problem of relations with the Soviet is difficult. 
to believe it can be worked out and must be worked out. 

But Mr. Wallace does not make it easier by generalities which 
confuse the issues.

Mean Fewer Sales? 


Talking, a few days ago, with a salesman for 
an internationally known manufacturer of ma- 
chines used in a wide variety of business and 


industry. 

I mentioned such a machine, a possession of mine own, which 
is, still in good condition, working. splendidly, after more than 30 
years of hard usage. 

“That used to be one of the biggest handicaps of my job,” he 
said. “The machines my firm manufactured were made of the very 
finest materials, with best workmanship, with the result they just 
wouldn’t wear out. And our sales suffered thereby. We were 
making one sale to a customer. Once sold, he was fixed, in our 
line, for life. Nothing would wear out and so we had no chance 
to sell him replacements or new models. 

“Things are better, nowadays, though. The machines we make 
today aren't near as good as the old ones. The modern output wears 
out in a reasonable time, a few vears, and thus we are able to go 
back to our old customers and sell 'em all over again. It sure has 
helped sales, now the manufacturing end has acquired enough sense 


to properly co-operate.” 

I got to thinking about that conversation and 
Not for Show decided there must be something to it. After all, 
there are only two reasons why anyone wants to replace an old 
gadget with a new one. First, the old one has worn out, won't 
operate efficiently any more. Second, it looks so out of date the 
owner is ashamed of it and wants a new, modern model to im- 
press his friends by its appearance as well as to serve his need 
by its economical operation. 

The salesman who sells the articles to which only the first 
reason for replacement applies, can be out of luck. If the goods 
are well made they will, obviously, last a lifetime, or more. So 
there are no resales. 

The more fortunate salesman is he who sells something which 
is on public show while it is being used. Like an automobile. Many 
a man trades in his car while it is yet in perfect running order, 
merely because he wants the thrill of driving the boulevards be- 
hind the wheel of the swankiest new model he can buy. That’s why 
automobile manufacturers change the outer lines of their product 
annually, even when there is little, if any, change in the motor, 


or the car itself. 

Shoes I am wearing, as I write this, a pair of shoes I bought 
‘way back in 1938. Before the war. They are still good, 

both in wear and in appearance. And comfortable. 

During the entire period of shoe rationing I bought, for my- 
self, only one pair of shoes. Those, too, are as good today as 
when bought. Better, because they are broken in, comfortable. 
As far as I can foresee, those two pairs of shoes will be all I want 
for several more years to come. 

I buy shoes for appearance, comfort and durability. Pay a fair 
price and, as you may note, get a lot of mileage out of them. If 
all shoe wearers followed my system, the shoe industry would be 
but a fraction of what it is today. 

That illustrates the purchase of an article primarily for wear 


and only incidentally for appearance. 

When shoe rationing, because of the wartime

vidual was permitted three new pairs of shoes per year. The day 
after that announcement, a woman telephoned me and wanted me 
to start a vigorous, biting editorial campaign denouncing such ra- 
tioning and demanding it be changed. 

“Why,” she said, “I can’t get along with fewer than 20 new 
pairs of shoes a year. No one can possibly do with less than a 
dozen. I’ve talked to many of my friends and they all agree. It 
is outrageous, absurd, to ask anyone to get along with less than 
12 pairs of shoes a year. That is only one pair a month.” 

I told-her she must have been buying the wrong kind of shoes, 
and let it go at that. What’s the sense of argument with anyone 
like that? 

But she illustrates my point. She, evidently, bought her shoes 
for show, for appearance. Hence her frequent trips to the shoe 
stores. 

When an article has eye-appeal, the folks who sell it enjoy an 
advantage unknown to the sellers of things merely utilitarian.

GALLUP POLL 


In the United States only one 
person in 20 thinks there is de- 
mocracy in Russia. Fewer than 
‘one-sixth in such countries as 
|'Norway, Sweden and Holland call 
‘Russia a democracy. In France, 
with its strong Communist Party, 
about one in every four voters 


do so. 
Because of widespread differ- 
ences in interpreting the term 
democracy an international poll 
has been conducted to determine 
what the people themselves con- 
sider democracy to be, and what 
nations they consider democratic 


by their own definitions. 

It was found that the United 
‘States, England, Switzerland and 
‘Sweden were given the highest 
votes as democratic countries in 
'a list of approximately a dozen. 
' Russia, Yugoslavia, Poland and 
'Spain ranked low in the poll. 
| 


OTHER HIGHLIGHTS were as 
follows: 3 
| 1, More than one-third of the 
people of the United States feel 
‘that there is no democracy in 
‘England, and about the same 
‘number of Britishers agree with 
‘that. In the case of American at- 
titudes, the fact that Britain still 
has a king may have had some 
influence. 

29. The French voters put Swit- 
zerland, the United States and 
England ahead of their own coun- 
try in terms of the democratic 
way of life. Only two-thirds of the 
French people think France has a 
‘democracy. This contrasts with 
the United States, where nearly 
nine in every ten say we have a 
democracy.

CROWD ADDS TO COLOR OF DADDY OF ALL RACES

CHURCHILL DOWNS, Derby Day—lIt is 11:58 o'clock of a 
misty, moisty. morning and the seventy-third running of the 
Kentucky Derby is still a good five hours away, but the advance 
guard of the 100,000 or more folks who are expected to be here 
along about the shank of the afternoon for the running of the big 
race have already moved in to ancient, sprawling Churchill Downs. 

It will be, they say in the papers here, the biggest crowd 
ever to witness a sporting event in the United States, though the 
word “witness,” meaning “to see,’ is used ill-advisedly. 

Very few of the 100,000 will see any of the Derby. Only 35,000 
people out of all the host can sit down, and of that number only 
some 14,000 will be sitting up high enough to get a good view 
of the race all the way around. To everybody else the classic 
horse race of the world will be only a blur of brown on the back 
stretch, a flashing of bobbing bright colors, the billowing of many 
voices, and a close-up view of the back of somebody’s neck. 


‘May Be Colonel's Fault 


; 


Folks who know, say it is Col. Matt Winn’s fault. The old man 
is 86 years old and set in his ways. He remembers the days when 
the Derby was young and less well attended and a man had room 
to move about and bow to the ladies and speak to his friends. So 
he keeps the old-fashioned boxes, which seat only six to ten people, 
instead of tearing them out and putting in bleacher-type seats 
which would allow many more thousands to observe what goes on. 

Maybe it is more the fault of the Colonel’s friends. Some Derby 
boxes have been in Kentucky families ever since Aristides beat 
Volcano in the first running in 1875, They are handed down in 
wills, like Aunt Hephzibah’s gold cameo pin, and the people who 
own them now would resent strongly having to move over to 
make room for the hoi polloi. 


around don’t know quite what’s happening until the horses come 
into the stretch and the numbers on the saddle cloths can be seén. 
An announcer calls the race all the way around, of course, giving 
the position of each horse at every pole, whatever that means, but 
his voice is lost in the wild bellow of the crowd. He might as well 
be reciting Mother Goose. Nobody can hear him, 

In fact, a man sitting by his radio in Spokane, Wash., or Key 
West, Fla., knows more about what happens in a Derby than do 
the witnesses present. 

Yet, for those who are high and can see, the Derby spectacle 
is one of the most gripping sights in man’s experience. Before 
the stands there is a vast stretch of green grass—and no grass 
anywhere is greener than Kentucky grass in. the Spring—marked 
with formal gardens of bright flowers. Old Col. Winn, they say, 
loves pretty flowers almost as well as he loves race horses, and 
he was much disturbed this year because he was afraid that the 
posies in the sunken garden in the infield would lose their blossoms 
before Derby Day. 

He even talked about taking up all the beds and putting new 
flowers down the night before the race, but the soft rains of the 
past few days kept them fresh and holding to their bloom. 

Unfortunately, the rains of the past few days which kept the 
Colonel’s posies fresh turned his famous racing strip into a brown 
goo. And there are several trainers of race horses who would 
have been glad to swap all the flowers in the United States for 
a bright sun and a fast track, one of them being Ben Jones, trainer 
of Faultless, w horse which does not like to run in the mud.

It's a Strange Sight, Indeed 


It is a strange sight to witness 40,000 people all popping up 
and down like colored bits of popcorn when you observe it from 
above. But it is even stranger when you see it from down there 
among them, for“there are fat ladies leaping up and down who 
under ordinary circumstances could not get two inches off the 
ground if you stuck them vigorously with a hat pin. 

Under the stands, the remainder of the hundred-odd thousands 
are moving about in slow eddies like a big pot slowly coming to 
a boil.

into the study of Racing Forms had been applied to: scientific 
studies, the cure for cancer would have been found generations 
ago, and the atomic bomb would have been ready for use at the 
First Battle of Manassas. 

There is a great congregation of people, mostly women, around 
the paddock and under the stands, where the horses are saddled. 
Their saliva is tested to see that nobody has given them a shot of 
hop, and veterinarians look them over to see if they are in good 
health. The people put their noses close up against the fence and 
look at the horses, and exclaim about their beauty and end up 
betting on some nag because it has kind eyes, when the Racing 
Form says neither he nor any of his ancestors ever won a race, 

But from what I can see, this method proves as good as any, 
and many a nice old lady, who bet on a horse because she thought 
it was a pretty color, ends up elbowing up to the pay-off window 
with a two-dollar win ticket clutched firmly in her fist. 


From a Layman’s Viewpoint 


To a man who knows nothing aout: horses except that they 
have four legs and eat hay, the change that comes over a race 
horse from the paddock to the stretch run is most amazing. 

A race horse in repose, or walking, or galloping easily, is one 
of the most beautiful things that the Lord ever created. He is 
music, and poetry, and the flowing of water and the bending of 
trees in the wind. But when he settles down to run, he looks like 
a new-shorn ewe. His neck strings out and his head seems to get 
smaller and his flanks cave in and he is all strain and angles and 
gauntness. Yet the sight of a*dozen of them, closely bunched, 
coming down the stretch is a beautiful thing to see. 

A farmer in the Derby crowd would no doubt pass up all the 
thoroughbreds, from the standpoint of beauty, in favor of the two 
big teams which pull the harrows around after each race, smoothing 
out the track. One is a pair of gigantic iron-gray Percherons; the 
other, a pair of big black mules. 

In fact, the Percherons made more of an impression on the 
crowd at the Friday races than the running horses. Just as they 
came plodding past the finish line; the Percherons gave a little 
lunge and the man who was riding the harrow fell off backwards 
into the mud. A great shout of laughter went up from the crowd. 

You hear much noise at a race track, but it is generally loud, 
triumphant yelping, or cries of rage and disappointment. This 
was probably the first time in the history of Churchill Downs that 
the folks got a good old-fashioned belly laugh. Horse racing is a 
serious business. ~ 


Post Time Minus One Hour 


It is now 4:45, one hour before post time for the Derby. The 
gray skies have been slowly thickening and a strong wind blows 
out of the East, whipping the bright banners in the infield. Coming 
down the stretch, the horses will be running directly inte this 
wind, and, strangely enough, it makes a difference, folks who 
know racing say, 

It is a wonder the Racing Form does not have a hieroglyphic 
to show which horse runs best into the wind. 

Somebody has just bellowed over the loud speaker that $429,716 
already has been bet on the Derby. The little man who came 
across the track a few minutes ago, bowed under the weight of a 
sack, with two policemen marching beside him, must have been 
carrying it. But that’s only a drop in.the Derby bucket. Last 
year, $1,202,474 was bet, the greatest amount ever wagered on 
any single horse race in the world. 

A couple of flunkies have just moved across the track carrying 
the florist’s big brown boxes, the roses for the winner. It is all 
the horse gets out of his efforts. 

He probably doesn’t like to smell ’'em; he can’t eat ’em. He'd 
rather have a bale of hay. The owner of the winner does better. 
He gets about $90,000. Which ain’t hay, either. 

Half the high school bands in Kentucky are now moving out 
into the sunken garden. They are getting ready to play “My Old 
Kentucky Home.” When they play “My Old Kentucky Home,” 
thousands of people who never saw any more of Kentucky than 
Churchill Downs and what they could view,from the windows of 
a Pullman will feel their eyes get misty and a lump will rise up in 
their throats as big as a tennis ball: They also will sing, with 
great feeling. 


Money Pours and Odds Shift 


The Derby odds have gone up on the board, but are changing 
fast as the money pours into the mutuels downstairs. People sitting 
around me, all of whom are experts on such matters, can interpret 
the fluctuations in the-odds. 

Odds on Stepfather, a California horse, opened at 20 to 1 and 
then dropped to 12. That was said to be California money, the 
Hollywood stars down in the boxes putting their heavy, two, three, 
four or five thousand dollar bets on a native son. 

Sentimental Kentuckians began to get down on Riskolater, 
bringing his odds down from 15 to 12, Riskolater being a product 
of the late Kunnel Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm. 

More California money went down on On Trust, another Califor- 
nia horse once owned by Louis B. Mayer but now owned by a 
war-rich plumber named Stice. 

Odds on Phalanx, the favorite; opened at 8 to 5, went to 5 to 2, 
and then to 2 to 1. 

On Faultless they opened at 4 to 1, went to 8 to 1 3s attention 
focused momentarily on other horses, dropped back to 6 to 1. 


Many folks, looking at the slow track, started getting down on. 


Jet Pilot, a mud runner, and the odds on him dropped from 6 to 1 
to 9 to 2. It all makes sense to the people around here, and some 
will invest thousands of dollars on the answer they get. 

To most folks it’s still hieroglyphics. 

The band has started playing “My Old Kentucky Home,” so 
all of us sons of the Blue Grass will now stand up, cry and sing 
while the horses come out to parade past the grandstand. They 
are coming along placidly enough (they don’t know this is the 
Derby—to them it’s just another horse race) except Faultless, 
who is frisking and has to be led. Maybe it’s eagerness. Maybe he 
just doesn’t like the mud. Maybe he doesn’t like that knot they’ve 
tied in his tail. 


These Things Always Happen 


A policeman has. just chased a photographer from the inside 
rail, and now a man with a rake has to go out and erase the 
policeman’s footprints. 

They are at the post now, way down there at the head of the 
stretch, and some are cutting up. 

Up in the air, high, so that the sound of their engines will not 
disturb the horses, 20-odd airplanes circle. 

A black horse has unseated his rider and has run away, coming 
down the track past the grandstand with a red‘coated outrider 
coming alongside him like a cowboy to grab his rein. It’s Jett Jett, 
45 to 1, so nobody cares much. 

Under the barrier you can see the spidery, dancing legs of the 
horses, but that is all. Jett Jett is galloped back, and his rider 
mounts. It’s a long race he’ll run this day. 

And now the long, long yell that makes the spine quiver and 
the neck hair rise, and they’re off, a charge of brown cavalry at 
first, all in line, and then a bronze spearhead flowing toward the 
point, and then a clotted, strung-out line around the turn and into 
the back stretch. And it’s Jet Pilot, Jet Pilot, Jet Pilot all the way, 
with first one horse and then another pushing him hard. And here 
they come nodding down the home stretch with Phalanx’s chestnut 
muzzle by Jet Pilot’s head, and Faultless only a whisker back. 
And it’s still Jet Pilot, under the white string that stretches high 
across the track, so the camera says, while 117,000 people how! with 
ecstasy and with grief.

HIN high, her dark lashes beaded 

with driving spray, the slim 

woman faced the gale. Wind- 
whipped mist pressed her short curls 
close to her unprotected head. 

Her gaze was fixed on a spot be- 
low, where the green seas foamed 
over the shoals ringing the tiny 
island in the Bahamas. ‘There, at a 
gash between the coral] reefs, a sleek 
white yacht was aground. 

Each new wave seemed about to 
overwhelm the helpless craft. A na- 
tive approached the woman who was 
impassively watching the drama. He 
was concerned, but deferential. 

“Miz Carstairs,” he sid, “them 
people bad off. Should’ we maybe 
shoot ‘em a line?” 

Marion “Betty” Carstairs laughed. 
“Not yet, Joe,” she said. “I'll know 
when they need it. Send Frank to 
me.” 

The wireless operator of Whale 
Cay was soon at the side of “Queen” 
Betty —-the undisputed ruier of the 
West Indian island. 

Her instructions were given in 
precise staecato. “Raise the coast 


them there’s a_ ship 
We'll stand by.” 

The message snapped through 
stormy skies. A few hotrs later, the 
yacht Polaris, out of Boston, was 
towed off the reef by a coast guard 
tug. The woman on the island waved. 

That was ali. With immediate 
danger past, Betty Carstairs offered 
no opportunity for uninvited guests 
to enter Whale Cay’s private harbor 
and make themselves at home. She 
wanted her own:brand of solitude in 
those days and knew how to get it. 

The incident out of the fabulous 
life of the multimillionaire sports- 
woman is being recalled with special 
significance today. Possibly better 
than anything else, it illustrates how 
fervently “Queen” Betty can want to 
be alone at times. 

Now the unpredictable Betty has 
reversed her field. She has come out 
of seclusion with a bang. A lot of 
people are getting a good look at the 
international beauty who has in- 
trigued two continents for a score of 
years. That includes the Miami City 
Council and officials of Dade County, 
Fia., Circuft Court. 

Wealthy residents of Star, Palm 
and Hibiscus islands in Miami's Bis- 
cayne Bay, however, are far from 
pleased by Betty’s energetic emer- 
gence from seclusion. 

By surrendering her coveted pri- 
vacy, she is now winning her fight 
to build an airport on another island 
off Miami Beach where the noise of 
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propellers may anno idents of 
fabulous estates. ~* 

This is littl Lummus island just 
off the southern tip of Miami Beach 
and south of the ship channel. 

When her powerful opponents 
moved against her plan with the 
Miami City Council, Betty decided 
that she could no longer work only 
through attorneys. Clad in slacks and 
shirt, she herself stepped before the 
fathers of the resort city. 

“There have been reports that I 
have offered you money,” she said. 
“You gentlemen know that that isn’t 
true. But I will spend more than a 
million dollars on the airport if you 


give me a green light.” 

The council first agreed, then de- 
clined. A zoning law was invoked 
against her. 
licked yet,” and took it to court. 

To soothe the dignity of the 
bench, Betty substituted a skirt for 
her favorite slacks and added a tie 
to her ensemble. The bright tattoo 
marks on her left arm—a star and 
a seahorse—-were discreetly covered 
by the sleeve of an.expensive coat. 

She told*the court, “Night clubs 
all around there make more noise 
than my airport will.” 

Fifteen hundred pages of testi- 
mony piled up during a dozen hear- 
ings. Then Judge Charles A. Carroll 
recently made his decision. Betty can 
build her airport on Lummus island 
if she keeps certain promises re- 
lating to daytime hours of operation. 

The city council can appeal but 
observers expect Betty will have the 
sand flying before the fastest law- 
yer can whip up a brief. 

What is making “Queen” Betty 
undergo this drastic change from 
seeker of solitude to public battler? 
Betty herself won't say, but informed 
acquaintances assert that it is her 
newly-acquired love of flying. 

She has never particularly needed 
prosaic reasons for anything. Her ca- 
reer has been startling from the very 
beginning. When still a baby, Betty 
was disinherited, along with her 
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Betty snapped, “I’m not-

mother, the former Estelle Bostwick, 
by. Grandpa Jabez Bostwick, of New 
York, a Rockefeller associate. 

Grandpa Bostwick was angry be- 
cause Estelle had eloped with Colonel 
Carstairs of Scotland. But after 
Grandpa Bostwick’s death, Grandma 
Bostwick made a gentler will. 

Betty was brought from Scotland 
to the United States when she was six 
months old. She was educated in 
Connecticut. As a young woman, she 
inherited $20,000,000 of the Bostwick 
fortune and then undertook a num- 
ber of roles. 

Five times Betty piloted speed- 
boats against Gar Wood. Though she 
spent a fortune, Wood always won. 

She shot tigers, operated gypsy 
caravans and tended bar. A 30-day 
marriage to a foreign scion ended in 
annulment. In 1934, she bought 
Whale Cay, a 3000-acre island 90 
miles southeast of Miami, for $40,000. 

Things began to hum there im- 
mediately. Natives, who became her 
subjects as well as her employes, 
were put to tending new crops. 

Betty spent a quarter of a million 
dollars to build a white palace on 
her island paradise. She put up a 
wireless station and a lighthouse. As 
her “subjects” increased to 250, she 
erected a church and a school. 

The more solitude Betty had, the 
more she seemed to like it. She 
bought some _ small, _ neighboring 
islands to extend her domain. She 
formed a number of the dusky na- 


tives into a smart regiment, drilled 
them to perfection and set up a guard 
to keep the uninvited off her empire. 

But her first love .speedscem. 
ingly could not be forever denied, In 
1944, Betty took a few lessons in 
flying. While Gar Wood cheered her 
on, she won her pilot’s license. She 
promptly became so fond of the wild 
blue yonder that she decided to give 
Miami a chance to enjoy more otf it. 

“Miami needs more airport facili- 
ties anyway,” she announced. “An 
airport on Lummus island would be 
an asset to the community.” 

Perhaps it was for sheer love of 
the fight itself that Betty left Whale 
Cay to make the public appearances 
that now have brought her victory. 
She'll make a few more soon in be- 
coming an American citizen. 

This action she started in 1945, 
declaring, “I’m three-quarters Ameri- 
can now and I want to be American 
all of the way. I thought it would be 
unpatriotic to change during the war, 
but now is a good time.” 

So it’s an airport and American 
citizenship next for Betty Carstairs. 
Beyond that, no one is trying to guess.

“You know,” she told him after they had been 
introduced, “you'd be a fine actor if you taok your. 
self seriously and stopped wasting your time.” 

It made him think. He liked the idea and he 
liked Eve Abbott. In 1938 they were married. 
She gave up her own work and devoted full time 
to guiding her husband toward success. 

“IT was Evie’s hobby more than her hubby,” 
Wynn recalled. 

In a few years they went to Hollywood. It 
was a new field, and Wynn got places on his own, 

“Before long,’’ Wynn said, “we began to realize 
that the only thing we had in common was my 
career, and even that bond was disappearing.” 

When Van Johnson burst out of New England 
obscurity to Hollywood stardom in 1944, the very 
shyness that endeared him to the bobby-soxers 
blighted his social life. He had known Wynn in 
New York and when they met on the Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer lot, he was invited to the Wynn home. 
In no time at all, he and Keenan and Eve were

“I must have been born to be a _ bachelor,”

“Women May Not Actually Talk Too Much, but Most

4d ER voice was ever soft, 
We gentle, and low, an excellent 
thing in women,” said Wil 
liam Shakespeare in King Lear. But 
that was long, long ago, before the 
advent of what modern voice teach- 
ers call “the city voice.” 
The kindest comment 
that can be evoked from 
men today is: “Women 
talk too much.” 


Nor do voice teachers 
seem inclined to dispute 
this indictment. Dr. Mag- 
dalene E. Kramer, head of 
the speech department at 
Teachers College, Colum 
bia University, was being 
very generous when she 
recently elaborated on the 
modern male’s viewpoint. 

She said, “Women may 
not actually talk too 
much, but most women do 
not know how to talk, 
making it seem too much. 
Their high-pitched, thin, 
shrill voices are objection- 
able.” 


Even the telephone com- 
pany, which hires all 
women operators, won't 
speak up for their voices. 

It wasn't good voices to 
begin with that got them 
their job, says a spokes 

man for the company. It 

was their temperamental 
fitness for it. Women op 
erators proved more tactful 
patient than men. 

As for their vocal fitness—most 
of them undergo a course in diction 
and tone inflection before they speak 
to the public. 

Voice coach Elisabeth Ferguson 
von Hesse, who has trained the 
voices of many outstanding speakers, 
among them Eleanor Roosevelt, also 
could not be budged from her convic- 
tion that women’s voices are bad. 

In her softly modulated voice, that 
contains just a trace of Scotch burr, 
she said, “Women’s voices are bad, 
but they need not be.” 

Mrs. von Hesse blames unlovely 
voices on the rush and tension of 
modern life. “We're not born with 
them,” she says. “Children, as a mat 
ter of fact, have naturally beautiful 
voices, until they are ruined by the 
example and imitation “of their 
mothers and teachers. 

“If I could coach all the teachers 
and mothers today,” says this expert, 
“IT could change the voice of America 
in one generation.” 

A recent group class numbered 
1200 students. This was during a 
Cleveland convention, Conventioneers 
often set aside the first hour of a 
session for a class with her. 

They have found that this hour's 
voice training serves them’ well 
through their speech-making day. 
Confidence is gained from speaking 
up. <A well-placed tone makes sub- 
ject-matter sound authoritative and 
gives an air of importance to the 
speaker. As Mrs. von Hesse points 
out, no matter how important and 
interesting your topic may be, if you 
mumble or fumble your words the 
audience will not bother to listen. 

At present Mrs. von Hesse teaches 
a weekly class of 400 at New York's 
Town Hall, and on other occasions 
she has given voice training to em- 
ployes of business concerns. 

She has also trained several classes 
of telephone operators. 

It is this voice coach's opinion, 
gleaned from experience and obser- 
vation, that voices do not match per- 
sonalities. Faces do usually, but not 
voices. This is too bad, she thinks, 
because most people are friendly, 
honest, innately kind and generous, 
though often their voices make them 
sound mean and antagonistic. 

She tells of a buyer*in a certain 
Southern department store. The 
woman was forever at odds with her 
colleagues and customers. She was 
on the verge of losing her job when

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she came to Mrs. von Hesse for help 
She learned that it wasn’t what she 
said but how she said it that had 
made the difference between getting 
along with people or antagonizing 
them. After being trained to talk in 
the tone intended, she returned to her 
job and became successful, 

With their heritage there’s no 
valid excuse for American women 
having set jaws, thick tongues, stiff 
upper lips, and mumbling, screaching 
voices, says Mrs. von Hesse. . The 
speech of American women should 
be the best in the world. It inherited 
the lilt of the French, the grandeur 
of the German, the melody of the 
Italian and the diction of the English 


It has been ruined, she believes, 
by the tenseness of modern life — by 
trying to out-shout the hubbub of 
city traffic, the chatter of competitive 
voices, the hum of machine belts. 

As a first alterative of bad speak- 
ing habits, Mrs. von Hesse teaches 
correct breathing. This goes hand in 
hand with good posture. 

Next the voice must be taken out 
of the throat, which should serve 
merely as the passage through which 
it flows. Undergird: the voice with 
breath, free the throat and direct the 
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tone to the head chambers or! 
resonators. 

To overcome clumsy tongues and 
stiff lips, Mrs. von Hesse gives her 
students special exercises and muscle 
manipulation instructions, 

Elisabeth von Hesse started life 
as a singer, but after four seasons 
in concert decided much of her train- 
ing had been wrong.

Then the war swept away the feudal existence 
which had continued undisturbed at Holkham Hall 
for many generations. For the first time in their 
privileged lives the Earl and his Countess were 
confronted with the Servant Problem. 

They were not dismayed, however. ‘They re- 
tired to one small wing of the grand mansion and 
started roughing it in five rooms, just like a 
young bride and groom endowed with consider- 
able more romance than money.

What is more, they say they loved it. So did 
those guests who sampled the Earl’s cooking. 

In fact, the simple life had sucha strong appeal 
for the Leicesters that they don’t think they’ll 
ever abandon it again, completely. 

Even though they have at last contrived to as- 
semble a competent staff of seven, including a 
cherished cook, they plan to keep right on living 

and entertaining—on a relatively modest scale. 

“Neither myself nor the Countess,” he said 
recently, “are anxious to go back to the grand 
style of life. We have become used to a some- 
what simple existence.” 

When asked about the LEarl’s cooking, the 
Countess was frankly enthusiastic and intimated 
that it was something out of this world. She em- 
ployed slightly different phraseology, to be sure, 
but the net effect was the same. 

“My husband is much better at cooking than 
I,” she said. “So I compromised by setting the 
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table and doing the clearing-away after the meal.” 


SECTION of the English Army occupied one 

part of the huge house during the war, and 

it was this happenstance that brought the Earl 
and the portable stove together. 

“When the Army took possession of the kitchen 
and the lower rooms,” the Earl explained, “we had 
to make some other provision for our food, That's 
when we obtained the portable stove. Not that I 
minded it. Cooking has always been one of my 
hobbies, and I rather like doing what I can.” 

The shocks and pressures of war flatten long- 
accepted social standards with a-.rough finality 
that shows scant esteem for hoary precedents 
based on birth and inheritance. Holkham Hall, 
renowned as a showplace, absorbed more than its 
share of the jolts. So far as can be determined, 
however, the Earl and his menage emerged from 
the late unpleasantness with colors flying. 


HAT if the Earl and his Countess were forced 

to abandon the north state bedchamber with 
its gilded and be-curtained four-poster bed? What 
if the historic marble hall once used as a music 
room—a hall with a high-domed roof supported 
by solid alabaster columns and niched with statu- 
ary of fabulous worth—remained dark and empty 
during the war? 

The Leicesters had made sacrifices before in 
England’s hours of peril. The present holder of 
the honored title, with his stern military upbring- 
ing, supervised the necessary adjustments without 
complaint. But, as he followed the progress of the 
global struggle, the Earl must have mused on the 
departed glories that once were Holkham Hall’s. 

From the windows of his spacious library, with 
its 22,000 books and 800 manuscripts, he could 
survey 1,000 acres of lawns, lakes, and gardens. 
Shelves of centuries-old tomes surrounded him. 

Here were seven coples of the third folio 
Shakespeare, ten copies of Aesop’s Fables that 
once belonged to Charles the Second, and one of 
the notebooks of Leonardo da Vinci. Here, too, 
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were nearly 300 books printed before 1500 
A.D.; missals from Pompeii; a colossal 
sculptural work of Juno; and hundreds of 
other. priceless manuscripts. Here, too, 
were paintings by Van Dyck, Gainsbor- 
ough, and Reynolds. 

It was the Ear!’s concern for the fate 

of these priceless’ possessions that first 
focussed England’s attention on the 
humble mode of life he had devised as a 
wartime expedient—and which he now 
proposes to follow by choice, with a few 
modifications. A debate in the House o 
Lords eventually produced a letter which 
the Earl had written to Lord Methuen, 
a longtime friend. It disclosed that 
the roof of Holkham Hall was leak- 
ing, causing damage to paintings, 
tapestries and books. 

“Fk was worried about these pos- 
sessions,” the Earl later explained. 

“Not simply because they belorig to 

me, but because they are irreplace 

able. The Countess and myself do 

as much as we possibly can in the 

way of dusting and keeping the 

rooms aired. But there is so much | 
to do that it is impossible to keep things just as, 
they should be kept. 

“I would gladly present them to the Bodleian 
Library or the British nation, but I cannot. The 
estate is entailed and everything must remain 
here. It is not merely a matter of dusting or 
cleaning. These works of art need loving and 
skilful care, and that’s why I’m anxious to find 
people, who will love them for their own sake.” 

According to the latest reports, the Earl has 
succeeded in having the roof repaired and is at 
present negotiating with the British National 
Trust to see if there isn’t some way in which 
it can take over his priceless book collection. 

The English public was pleased with the dis- 
closure that the Earl was living as simply and 

as any villager. They were well aware of

the proud heritage of the.Leicester name. Holk- 
ham Hall, built in the reign of George II in the 
sand dunes and marshes of the Norfolk coast, has 
always been held in awe by the villagers. 

Probably those of the present generation revere 
it as much for its link with royalty as for any- 
thing. They tell the story that once, when he was 
younger, England’s present king courted there 
the girl who became England’s queen. 

In those shadowy halls they strolled hand in 
hand, and spoke low, and moved as if that were 
their own world, with not even a retainer or a 
nuzzling dog able to break the spell. There the 
prince who was to be king popped the question, 
and the girl who was to be queen Said yes. 

The Hall had been built by Sir Thomas 
Coke in 1734, and immediately established itself 
as one of the nation’s show spots. Many @ grand 
personage and great lady had graced its dignified 
halls in the intervening two centuries. 

The Earldom of Leicester had been held by 
many families. The Beaumonts, a Norman family, 
were the first Earls. After the death of the last 
of the line in 1206, the title became extinct. Simon 
de Montfort, whose son founded the House of 
Commons, was the next bearer of the name. 

After De Montfort’s death in 1265, Henry III 
obtained the title, andvit was still held by that 
family when Henry IV became king in 1399. 

The earldom therefore was a secondary title 
until 1564, when good Queen Elizabeth, wonder. 
ing what to give to her favorite, Robert Dudley, 
took a hand in the matter. Upon Dudley, known 
as “The Dandy,” she conferred the earldom, 

Thereafter..the title went to a family whose 
name is still remembered because of the verses 
one of its young men wrote. 

Robert Sidney, brother of Sir Philip Sidney, 
famous poet, was the first of seven Sidney EarIs 
who held the title. The last died childless in.1743. 
Then the present family came into possession of 
the proud inheritance of the Léicesters. 

This wealth of history and tradition made it 
certain that any action by an Earl of Leicester 
would command attention in England. 


HERE was widespread astonishment when the 

news first came out that the proud Ear! of 
Leicester was roughing it in a manner far re 
moved from the customs always associated with 
titled men of the realm. 

The, Earl’s refusal to seek special privileges 
because of his advanced age earned him many 
new friends. The English public admires men 
and women who can “stick it” despite temporary 
handicaps. In a way, the steadfast, good humor 
of the Leicesters in the face of hardship symbol- 
ized the mood of sacrifice that characterized the 
entire country in the years when Nazi tyranny 
loomed over its head. It was natural that the 
British man-in-the-street and his spouse should re- 
spond sympathetically to the Leicesters’ plight. 

Nothing in the English tradition, however, pre- 
pared the public for the Earl’s statement that he 
has come to prefer the simple way of life. 

“No,” says the Earl, with the ripe wisdom of 
his 65 years. “We don’t intend to return to the 
grand manner of.life. We've learned that'a simple 
existence isn’t so bad after all.”

HE Government of the United 

States, which has been criticized 

these many years for having 
more diverse divorce laws than there 
are stars in its flag, now finds itself 
in the embarrassing position of run- 
ning a wholesale divorce mill. 

As a result, Senator Arthur Cap- 
per of Kansas may at long last find 
substantial support for his contention 
that half a hundred conflicting state 
statutes should be woven into some 
sort of pattern that does not make 
bigamists of divorced persons or ille- 
gitimatize innocent children. 

It was vacationers like Mary Hahn 
who discovered that the Virgin 
Islands, a territory acquired by the 
United States in 1917, have something 


- 


to offer discontented husbands and 
wives in addition to a featherbed cli- 
mate, tax-free scotch and picturesque 
primitiveness. 

Mary had arrived at St, Thomas 
from Lynn, Mass., for a three-week 
vacation. She spent several days tour- 
ing the islands, ohing and ahing at 
the beckoning miles of empty white 
beaches, the dearth of highways and 
gasoline fumes, the honeyed mangoes 
decaying on the lush tropical floor, 
the great colored birds that startled 
out of the forests. 

One evening, as she was sipping 
a cooling drink on the spacious veran- 
dah of Hotel 1829, she overheard 
someone remark that a divorce was 
about as easy to obtain in the islands 
as a suntan. The next day Mary, 
who had been married for 17 years 
and was unhappy about it, dropped 
in at an attorney’s office and learned 
plenty. 

The Virgin Islands are part of the 
West Indies. Three of them, St. 
Croix, St. Thomas and St. John, were 
bought by the United States from 
Denmark for $25,000,000. The inhabit- 
ants, who were made citizens in 1927, 
enact most of their own laws through 
municipal councils, but the laws are 
enforced in Federal courts. 

In 1940 the councils made some 
changes in the divorce laws. In addi- 
tion to grounds of infidelity, convic- 
tion of felony, desertion, cruelty, in- 
sanity and drunkenness, they decided 
that people with “incompatibility of 
temnerament” shouldn’t have to live 
toge.her. Furthermore, they ruled

$60 a set, and leave loaded down on 
the afternoon flight. Now the tourist 
trade is more likely to be on a Six- 
week basis. 

Only two states—-Nevada_ and 
Idaho-—allow a divorce suit to be 
filed after so short a residence as six 
weeks, Neither recognizes incompat- 
ibility as a ground for divorce. 
Florida is the only state which ac- 
cepts incompatibility, but it requires 
three months for residence. 

Boiled down to the essentials, that 
means that a dissatisfied helpmate 
can get a divorce faster and easier 
in the Virgin Islands than anywhere 
else on United States soil. Such an 
advantage, plus the attraction of the 
islands themselves, is bound eventu- 
ally to put the Federal Government 
into the wholesale business of grind- 
ing out divorces and may play di- 
rectly “into the hands of Senator Cap- 
per, arch critic of the current legal 
mess. 

Year after discouraging year the 
embattled Kansas Republican has pa- 
tiently introduced bills to» remedy 
what he calls “our stupid, inconsist- 
ent, inequitable divorce laws.” He 
says they are “shocking, antiquated 
and unjust,” and points out that they 
often brand “innocent children of a 
second marriage as illegitimate” and 
make “adulterers of their parents.” 

Insisting that what this country 
needs immediately is one set of mar- 
riage and divorce laws, Capper has 
introduced a _ constitutional amend- 
ment empowering Congress to write 
a uniform statute. So far it hasn't 
gotten much further than study by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. 

The chief obstacle is that states 
stick stubbornly to their own theories,

that six weeks was sufficient time 
to establish residence.

Except for the Virgin 
Islands, the only other spot where 
he might get one is in Alaska; at 
the opposite end of the common- 
wealth. 

In Alaska, however, although the 
territorial Legislature makes_ the 
laws for a Federal District Court to 
the United States Congress 
has. reserved certain powers and it 
has never been very clear just how 
effective divorce decrees were. Asa 
result, comparatively few have been 
granted. 

The Virgin Islands, on the con- 
trary, seem to be picking up business 
steadily. It has been customary for 
sightseers to breeze into the free port 
of St. ‘Thomas on the early morning 
plane from Puerto Rico, pick up 
scotch at $2.50 a fifth, cigarettes at 
50 cents a carton, English china at 
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New York has only one ground for 
divorce _ infidelity. South Carolina 
permits no divorce for any reason, 
Nevada makes a very profitable busix 
ness out of sévering marriage ties. 
Capper’s amendment would with« 
hold marriage licenses from persons 
under 16; imbeciles, insane or feeble. 
minded; those -married already or 
closely related; persons with tuber- 
culosis, venereal disease_or epilepsy, 
Divorce grounds include adultery

S. Supreme Court Justice Wil- 

liam O. Douglas turned in a 

® dissenting opinion, but, since 

it was in the minority, Millie, his 
17-year-old daughter, overruled it. 

She figured that if concocting 
fancy sundaes at 65 cents per hour 
could total up to $10 a week, why— 
who was she to stand on the principle 
of the thing? 

After all, what did daddy do when 
he arrived at Whitman College in 
Walla Walla, Wash., on a_ second- 
hand bicycle with one spare shirt? 
He got a job as janitor and lived in 
a tent! 

And what did he do, later, when he 
arrived in the East with six cents 
jangling in his pocket? He got odd 
jobs until he was launched on his law 
career at Columbia! 

So if Millie chose to sling sodas 
to pick up some spare change, she 
was simply following the Douglas 
party line of independence and there 
was not much papa could do about 
it, either. 

Every Saturday and Sunday 
(eight hours each), and some week- 
day evenings, you can find Millie be- 
hind the soda fountain of one of the 
large chain drug stores in Washing: 
ton, D. C. The fact that she’s the off- 
spring of a member of the nation’s 
most august juridical body affects her 
work not at all. 

Blond and blue-eyed, she serves 
her customers with the deftness and 
speed of a professional soda jerker. 

When Millie told her mother she 
wanted to spend her off-schoo! days 
working to earn some money, mom 
said okay, but she wasn’t sure what 
father would say to the arrangement. 
Justice Douglas was in Oregon at the 
time and when he came back Millie 
was already at work. 

“Well, I told him,” Millie ex- 
plained, “and he kind of raised his 
eyebrows and said ‘Hm-m-m-m!’ 
could see he was all set to deliver a 
court opinion, so I hurried up and 
argued my case. Dad had some ob- 
jections and he made them. I had 
some counter-objections and I made 
them, too. He couldn’t break me 
down. After a while he said all 
right, go ahead.” 

In back of the Supreme 
Justice’s mind,. Millie knew, 
was a convittion that 
take it for long. 

“T could see he was saying to him- 
self: ‘She’ll quit when the going gets 
tough.’ But I didn’t. As the weeks 
and then the months wore on and I 
still kept my job, he got thoroughly 
used to the idea.”

dependent action. And he’s proud, 
too, of his 14-year-old son, Bill, Jr., 
who delivers a paper route.

me. If they want to work for them- 
selves, that’s fine.” 

Douglas’ rise to the Supreme 
Court bench reads like an Horatio 
Alger epic. Born in Maine, Minn., 
he was left fatherless. at six and 
moved with the family to Yakima, 
Wash. He worked in the harvest 
fields, ran a paper route, even en- 
gaged in the junk business. He 
worked his way through Whitman 
College, too. 

He headed east with a_ sheep 
herder and his flock for further edu- 
cation, left the sheep in Montana and 
rode the rods to New York City, 
where he arrived with the afore- 


mentioned six cents in his pocket. 
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He talked the dean of Columbia 
University into giving him a scholar- 
ship. He graduated among the top 
students of his class, teaching three 
courses during his last year.  Fol- 
lowed a brief interlude with a Wall 
street law firm, another fling at 
private law practice in Yakima, then a 
law professorship at Columbia. 

‘In 1936 he received a presidential 
appointment as head of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. In 19339, at 
the age of 41, he was named to the 
supreme Court, the fifth youngest 
justice in the history of that body. 

Millie hastens to advise that: she 
isn’t working as a matter of self. 
discipline, family tradition or any- 
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thing like that. Her work nets her 
about $10 a week, and that’s more 
spending money than any kid in her 
high school class enjoys. 

Her first assignment might have 
proven awkward for a father ac- 
customed to ruling on legalities and 
illegalities. She was given a station 
in one of the branch stores in Alexan. 
dria, Va., just across the Potomac 
River from Washington. Virginia 
law holds that a 17-year-old girl is 
one year too young to serve food in 
a drug store. 

When the error was discovered 
she was transferred into.the District 
of Columbia, where she meets the 
age requirements. Millie, who could 
well walk off with the “Miss Soda 
Clerk of 1947” title, doesn’t like the 
publicity she’s gotten. 

“It’s strictly business,” she said, 
frowning, “and from some of the 
things that have happened I'd like it 
considered strictly my _ business. 

“After some of the Washington 
papers printed a picture of me you'd 
think I had done the most astonish 
ing thing in the world. I’ve had as 
many as 15 letters a day. Some of 
them are mash notes pure and simple. 

“But some of the others are 
simply awful. In the main they say 
I’m taking a job away from a poor 
girl or a woman with children to 
support. Imagine that, when the 
drug stores just can’t get help! 

“Others accuse me of seeking pub- 
licity, but hardly any of the girls 
around here know who I am and care 
less. As for seeking publicity, | 
worked months before anything ap 
peared in the papers.” 

J. E. Brady, Millie’s boss, didn’t 
know for: four months that she was 
Douglas’ daughter. 

Millie isn’t interested in Broad 
way, Hollywood or politics. She's a 
family-minded girl. She plans to study 
agriculture at the University of 
Oregon this coming fall and afte 
that settle down on a farm in Oregon 
—Wwith that certain fellow who's now 
with the army in Germany. 

All of which is in line with the 
Douglas philosophy of standing on 
your own two feet.

SAVING SIGHT 
With Spinal Phuide

OR the thousands of persons 
blinded each year as the result 


of accidents or diseases that pro- 
duce hemorrhages within the eye- 
ball, medical science has recently 
developed a new operation that in 
many cases can prevent blindness. 

It is a technique in which the 
patient’s own spinal fluid is used to 
replace the blood-clouded liquid just 
behind the eyeball. 

Discovered by Dr. Milo H. Fritz 
and a team of seven doctors at the 
Manhattan Eye, Ear and ‘Throat 
Hospital in New York City, working 
under fellowships received from the 
Eye Bank for Sight’ Restoration, 
Inc., the new method is now being 
used on a series of experimental 
test cases. 

The first case was that of a 12- 
year-old boy. He had been playing 
cops and robbers. Sticks were used 
as “make-believe” guns and swords. 
While in pursuit of one of the “gang,” 
he tripped and fell to the ground—-the 
stick piercing one of his eyes. 

When the tears had stopped and 
the pain subsided, he opened his 
eyes. He was blind in one eye. 

After emergency treatment by the 
family doctor, he was sent to the 
Manhattan hospital and given further 
examination by Dr. Fritz. 

The ophthalmoscope -the instru- 
ment used for examining the _ in- 
terior of the eyes—revealed that the 
tiny blood vessels that nourish the 
eye had been ruptured. 

The. vitreous humor-—-the  jelly- 
like transparent material that fills 
the eyeball in back of the eye lens 
was clouded with blood. 

Light entering through the pupil 
could not penetrate to the retina, 
which lines the back of the eyeball, 
in a web-like series of thinly-spread 
nerve endings. The light impressions 
must first fall on the retina, before 
they can be transmitted to the brain. 

Unless the blood was absorbed 
naturally during a long period of 
time, the boy would become totally 
and permanently blind in the in- 
jured eye. That is what occurs in 
mest cases of this kind. 

Dr. Fritz decided to experiment 
with the spinal fluid. First he made 
a tiny incision through the sclera, 
the tough outer coating of the eye. 

He inserted a hollow needle 

through the. opening and rem®Bved 
about one-half a thimbleful of the 
fogged vitreous liquid-——-a fraction of 
the volume in the eye. 
. The patient’s spine was then 
tapped and an amount of spina! fluid 
slightly in excess of that which had 
been removed was injected into the 
injured eye. | 

The operation was over. The doc- 
tors waited anxiously, for sucess 
here might provide the method for 
restoring sight in thousands of simi- 
lar. cases, 

Then, as they hoped, 
fluid gradually blended with the 
vitreous matter. Slowly the light- 
blocking cloud of blood dissipated. 
Light was able to reach the retina. 
The boy could see with the eye which 
had been injured. 

He was discharged from the hos. 
pital the next day, less than 24 hours 
after the operation, with a 20-40 vision 
in the injured eye. This is almost 
normal eyesight, and as a matter 
of fact a lot better than that of 
many people who use glasses. 

The doctors hope that in a matter 
of time, any remaining blood will be 
absorbed and his eye will be as good 
as ever, 

Since then 14 similar operations 
have been performed. 

One was on a 65-year-old woman 
who had gone blind in one eye due 
to high blood pressure. 

The tiny blood vessels in the eye 
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the spinal 


had become brittle and finally rup- 
tured, spilling their contents into the 
interior, fogging the “humor” and 
stopping the light. 

As in the case of the boy, the 
clouded vitreous was replaced with 
her own spinal fluid. While her re- 
covery has not been as rapid, her 
vision is gradually clearing up. 

It may take a longer time to re- 
store sight fully because of her age. 

With all scientific caution, the 
doctors have not as yet divulged the 
history of the other cases. ‘They 
want to test many more before they 
are willing to make any predictions. 

Replacement of the vitreous humor 
with other fluids Is not new, How. 
ever, until now, the only method that 
medical men have found that would 
work was to replace the damafed 
fluid with the same matter from the 
eyes of dead persons or from those 
whose eyes had to be removed for 
surgical reasons. 

This technique was developed dur- 
ing the war by Dr. Norman L. Cutler, 
of Wilmington, Del., who was a lieu- 
tenant-colonel in the army at the 
Biddle General Hospital in California. 

Using the sight-giving fluid from 
the eyes of the dead, he was able to 
restore the sight. in many of the 
blind, 

Recently, Dr. 


samuel T. Clarke, 


eye specialist of Reno, Nevada, re- 
newed the sight of a Catholic priest 
using the “Cutler technique.” 

The fluid was taken from the 
eyes of a condemned slayer, Paul M. 
Skaug,*who last January paid his 
debt to society in the gas chamber, 

His final request was that his eyes 
be given to some blind person. Be- 
cause of this unusual bequest, Father 
Edmund Boyle of the St. Thomas 
Aquinas Cathedral in Reno is now 
able to see with both eyes for the 
first time in ten years. 

The 31-year-old priest, formerly of 
Rhode Island, lost the sight of his

right eye in a BB gun accident in 
his youth. Yet, less than 36 hours 
after the sight-restoring fluid from 
the eye of the dead slayer had been 
placed in his eye, Father Boyle could 
see with the defective eye. 

At first he could just 
the bare outlines of the doctor’s 
hand when it was held in front of 
him. Since then, his vision has con- 
tinued to improve. 

While successful in many cases, 
Dr. Cutler’s method has limitations 
that make it difficult for large scale 
adoption. First and most important 
it requires the liquid to be taken 
from another human. 

And then, the transfer 
made within hours after the 
of the donor to diminish risk. 

The New York doctors believe 
that the new spina! fluid technique 
is more satisfactory and will give 
better results. ‘The essential fluid is 
much easier to obtain, since the 
patient provides it himself, and the 
risk of infection can be minimized. 

From other scientific and technical 
discoveries the eye surgeon acquires 
more and more tools for his purpose, 

The surgeon's art, aided by new 
chemicals, diets and optical instru- 
ments, may be expected to advance 
steadily towards the prevention and 
treatment of blindness.

$200,000, the last of a total of 
$465,000. As Sisters of Mercy, the 
staff rejoiced but, as ordinary. women, 
perhaps they sighed a little, for they 
knew that. Mrs. Louise de Beau 
Repaire Thompson had carried to her 
grave the key to a mystery 35 years 
old and more fascinating to them 
than any unsolved crime. 

Just once they had asked, received 
‘an @vasive answer and never asked 
again, because: 

“God moves in a mysterious way 
His wonders to perform.” 

It began one hot day of early. fall, 
in 1911, when a sick and ragged 
stranger presented himseif to’ the 
busy Sister Superior, Mary Raphael, 
Stating that he was not a Roman 
Catholic, could not promise ever to 
repay them but was sick and needed 
treatment for weeks, perhaps months. 
Would they take him in? 

The only thing they questioned in 
this seemingly frank statement was 
his self-diagnosis which might be in- 
correct. 

But when the doctors confirmed 
it, the man found himself in a clean 
cot, receiving the best of nourishment 
and medical care. A few weeks later 
he was discharged in normal health. 

The only impression left by this 
particular charity patient was his re- 
markably quick recovery. Oh well, 
some patients do better, some worse 
than expected—the tough ones were 
remembered, the easy ones forgotten, 

as was this case. 
Farly in 1912 the Sisters received 
a letter from Paris, written by Ferris 
Thompson, which began like the plea 
of the ragged stranger, with the state- 
ment that he was not a Catholic. In 
the letter, Thompson said he had 
never visited their hospital but was 
impressed by the treatment given a 
friend of his the previous year. He 
mentioned the exact dates of the 
man’s admittance and discharge. It 
was the pauper patient who could not 
promise to repay. 

Also there was ae check for 
$100,000. 

That day the Sisters wgnt about 
their work starry-eyed and murmur:

A miracle had happened, making 
dreams come true and that was not 
all. 

The writer added he was creating 
a trust fund which would send the 
hospita] $5,000 every year until the 
death of himself and his wife, the for- 
mer Countess De Beau Repaire, and 
then there would be a further lump 
sum, 

Each year, for 33 years, the Sis- 
ters received a check for $5,000, yet 
they never learned the identity of the 
pauper they had befriended. 

If this pauper had such a power- 
ful and generous friend, why was it 
necessary for him to be a charity 
patient? If he had not known the rich 
man at the time, how was it that a 
man without a cent had gotten from 
Chicago to Paris and met the mil- 
lionaire? 

Stranger things than this have 
happened but what seemed strangest 
of all was that anyone had made 
such a huge gift, wholly on the say-so 
of a down-and-outer, without the 
slightest attempt at confirmatory in- 
vestigation. 

Son of Samuel C. Thompson, New 
York banker, Ferris Thompson lived 
in Paris but traveled extensively. 
Then why hadn't he taken the trouble 
to have a look at the Chicago hospital? 

The suspicion could not be resisted 
that Ferris Thompson had done just 
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that, not surrounded by a corps of 
secretaries, accountants and medical 
experts but, as Haroun-al-Raschid of 
the Arabian Nights did it, disguised 
as a pauper, to see for himself what 
sort of deal the needy actually got. 

There was the matter of the ill- 
ness. The penniless stranger had 
diagnosed it for himself and ap- 
parently had made a quick recovery. 
That sounds very much like the 
maneuver of a man playing Haroun- 
al-Raschid, 

The doctors, however, had con- 
firmed the stranger’s self-diagnosis. 
If the stranger was really Thompson 
and he was really sick, was that the 
time for Arabian Nights investiga 
tions? Would a sick millionaire have 
placed himself in the hands of 
charity, the hands of strangers? 

If it was Thompson, perhaps he 
revealed himself to the doctors and 
persuaded them to connive with him 
at what was, after all, an unusually 
worthy deception.., 
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The Ragged Stranger Told the 
Sisters He Was Sick and Needed 
Treatment for Weeks, Perhaps for 
Menths, but Could Net Promise 
Ever to Pay the Hospitel fer it. 


If such was Thompson’s method, 
the Sisters saw no reason to frustrate 
it by betraying him to the ‘world, 
They even resisted the natural im- 
pulse to pry a bit just for themselves, 

However, when Ferris ‘Thompson, 
never a roLust man, died 1n.1913, and 
still in his 40s, the Sisters thought 
proper in the course of a letter of 
condolence to their  benefactor’s 
widow to inquire about the identity 
of the mysterious stranger. The fof- 
mer Countess adroitly dodged the 
question, which was never asked 
again. 

Thompson was evidently satisfied 
that the Sisters knew better than he 
did how to spend his dollars, for he 
tied no strings to them. In 1930, they 
named their new nurses’ home, Fer- 
ris —Thompson Hall, placing in it a 
likeness of their benefactor and a 
brief account of his donations. 

Some circumstantial evidence is 
seen in certain bequests in his will, 


such as $50,000 each to the Salvation 


Army organizations of New York and 
San Francisco, which specialize on 
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helping the down and out, without 
first asking how they got that way. 

Did he come dirty, ragged and 
perhaps with liquor on his breath to 
them and get the help, he asked? 
Nobody knows for sure. 

The City Mission of New Bedford, 
Mass., which also holds out a helping 
hand to the broken wanderer, re- 
ceived $10,000. Did it also pass the 
Arabian Nights test? 

Did h@edarken the doors of the 
New Bedford Society for Moral Im 
provement of Seamen, which also 
was remembered? How many other 
charitable institutions did he try and 
find wanting? 

No miracle, but a happy coinci- 
dence is the fact that the final $200,. 
000 comes to the Sisters on their 
100th anniversary, which they are 
striving to celebrate by building a 
$6,000,000 Medical Center. 

It was just a century ago that six 
nuns from Pittsburgh reached the 
then somewhat wild and woolly city 
of Chicago, where, as they had 
learned, hospital care was mostly to 
be found in the dictionary. 

They worked and died and some. 
times they @reamed but could hardly 
have dreamed how a mysteriow

That's the sage advice 
often given nowadays to new mothers 
by farsighted obstetricians and direc- 
tors of maternity centers and mar- 
riage councils. 

What can happen when baby and 
daddy become rivals for mother's 
attention was demonstrated recently 
in Hollywood by the divorce case of 
Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Lasky, Jr. 

Frances Lasky told the judge that 
she and Jesse were separated four 
months after the birth of their daugh- 
ter, Jennifer. 

She quoted her 35-year-old screen 
writer husband._.son of the pioneer 
film producer—as saying: 

“T just can't stand being called 
daddy. It bores me. It makes me 
fee] old and coloriess.” 

The domestic life of the Laskys 
had been tranquil for more than nine 
years. Jesse, Jr., spent several years 
in the Army, but his wife was his 
first interest each time he came home 
on leave. 

He got his discharge just two 
weeks before little Jennifer arrived. 

After the baby was born, Frances 
testified, Jesse started going out 
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excuse 
able 


every night with no better 
than the fact that she wasn't 
to go with him. 

“He told me I had better get used 
to it,” she said, “because things were 
going to be different and I would be 
seeing less and less of him.” 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Lasky’s 
recital Judge Jess FE. Stephens 
summed up her story. 

“You think this is a case where 
the minor contributed to the delin- 
quency of the parent, is that it?” the 
Judge asked. ‘Here's a couple that 
apparently lived together normally 
and happily for more than eight 
years and then a baby arrives. This 
ought to have been the culmination of 
a happy relationship, but then it 
blows up.” 

“Yes,” Mrs. Lasky replied, “I be 
came domestic with the baby and he 
didn't like that,” 

The judge then granted her an 
uncontested divorce, 40 per cent of 
Jesse's income, the family home, the 
custody of Jennifer and $200 a month 
for the child’s support. 

According to Hazel Corbin, direc. 
tor of New York City’s Maternity 
Center, there are many cases in which 
a new father feels he is an outsider 
in his own home. She often tells 
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young wives seeking her guidance: 

“Don’t do a lot of needless fuss- 
ing over your baby while you neglect 
your husband completely. If you do 
he has a right to feel hurt. You 
may even lose him.” 

The wife who has given her hus- 
band her complete companionship 
perhaps for a number of childless 
years—-has a new and all-absorbing 
interest in the baby, Miss Corbin 
points out.

that fabulous character of the turf 
who concocted’ the hilarious plot 
through which a six-year-old plug won 
for the first and last time. 

Father Bill, so called because. of 
the somber clerica] garb he affected, 
was one of the turf’s most hard-bitten 
horsemen. More preposterous stories 
are connected with his name than 
with any other figure on the turf. 

Daly’s racing colors were green 
and red with the green displayed 
above the red in the manner popular 
in the Emerald Isle of his forebears. 

Daly’s barns were green on the 
upper half and red on the lower, 
carrying out the “Perfidjus Albion” 
theme.

A strict taskmaster, Daly turned 
out some good jockeys, including the 
late Danny Maher. When a boy went 
to work for Daly, it was “farewell to 
the comforts of home.” 

He slept in the straw like the 
horses, and although Father Bill 
didn't confine them to a diet of oats, 
few of his riders were overweight. 

Daly was a great believer in in- 
structing his jockeys to get out in 
front and stay there--an infallible 
system if obeyed to the letter. 

In the early '90s when Father 
William had not yet been told he was 
old, one of his best jockeys was a lad 
named Hugh Penny, later destined to 
become a hero in the sinking of the 
battleship Maine in Havana Harbor. 

In 1892, there was winter racing at 
the half-mile track in Guttenberg. 

December 11, 1892, was colder than 
a polar bear’s instep in Guttenberg. 
The ground was frozen stiffer than 
Father Daly’s prize stiff, Bucko II, one 
of the beetles on hand- for the card. 

The poor nags had to be equipped 
with extra-sharp cleats to keep from 
skidding all over the icy ground. 

Still, a passel of shivering fans 
had braved the trip across the Hud. 
son in a ferryboat. Like sheep lost 
in a blizzard they huddled together 
in the grandstand. 

The pari-mutuel protection from 
the designs of bookies had not yet 
arrived in New Jersey. But business 
was so poor for the bookies that they 
were betting one another. 

Cold gray skies gave warning of 


an ‘impending snovistorm and they 
weren't fooling. After the second 
race, a blizzard came howling down 
the Hudson, borne on an Arctic gale. 

The sensible thing to have done 
would have been to cancel the after- 
noon’s racing program. 

But, a $10 fee for each race was 
exacted from the bookmakers by the 
track and, if you know your race 
track owners, you know why the 
afternoon’s racing program went on. 

By the time the half-frozen horses 
were being saddled for the sixth race, 
there were four inches of snow on the 
level (and there was a reward for 
anything found or the level there).

Father Daly reinained undisturbed 
by the storm. It wouldn't be right to 
say that he was coo] because he was 
snugly bundled in his ulster-—which, 
however, he called a greatcoat out of 
respect for the South of Ireland. 

As Bucko II, the _ six - year - old 
maiden, stood in the snow-covered 
paddock while the groom was sad- 
dling him, Father Bill called Jockey 
Penny aside. 

Just to take advantage of the 
protection offered anyone who was in 
the lee of Father Bill was enough 
inducement to make the suffering 
jockey jump to it. 

“How far can you see?”

“Mind what I tell you now,” con- 
tinued Daly, shouting the words to 
make himself heard above the how! 
of Old Boreas. “You can hardly see 
that bay’ beauty of mine from here 
and we're only a few yards away.” 

Penny shook his head up and 
down to signify that Bill was right. 

“Well, this is the day Bucko II is 
going to win.” 

That was too much for Penny, so 
he eyed Father Bill as if to say: “I've 
heard of people being crazy with the 
heat but I didn’t know they could get 
crazy from the cold, too.” 

Father Bill paid no attention to 
the quizzical look, but whispered 
something in the boy’s ear. 

Gradually the expression on 
Penny’s face changed from one of 
half-frozen apathy to one of warm 
interesta Soon, he was. grinning 
broadly and nodding his head. 

Father Bill led him back to where 
Bucko II was waiting, as motionless 
as a statue, and boosted the lad into 
the saddle. Above the how] of the 
gale sounded the notes of “Boots and 
Saddles.” 

The sixth was a one-mile-and-forty- 
yard scamper with no speciab title. 
That meant twice around the half- 
mile track—-plus 40 yards. 

Bucko II drew the No, 1 post posi. 
tion. Penny leaned over the horse's 
neck for protection against the driv- 
ing blizzard. The fans in the grand. 
stand could hardly distinguish the 
outlines of the horses through the 
snow. 

After the horses had scampered 
down to the head of the stretch, they 
turned and came back to the starting 
line. ‘The starter didn’t waste any 
time and eff they went into the storm 
like so many lost souls. 

Never was there more provocation 
for horses to run their fastest and 
never less for spectators and judges 
to watch them. A few leaps and the 
pack disappeared from view. 

For a moment, there was no sound 
but the howling of the gale. ‘Then, 
above the gale was heard the muffled 
beat of hoofs. The fans perked up 
to watch the pack straggling through 
the snow the first time around, but 
it was just a hazy view that revealed 
almost nothing. 

Another minute of silence, then 
warning hoofbeats and against the 
white curtain they could see a horse 
galloping clumsily through the drifts. 
They couldn't tell which horse it was 
but they knew he had the race in the 
bag because there wasn't another in 
sight yet. 

Then the rest of the pack came 
into focus, far behind. But by that 
time the front-runner had shot under 
the wire a winner. When the other 
riders, pulling up after the finish, 
saw the horse and jockey coming 
back to the winner’s circle their eyes 
popped with amazement. 

As they recognized Bucko II and 
Penny, with one impulse they burst 
out laughing and forgot all their 
misery. No claim of foul or other 
protest being lodged, the result was 
called official and Bucko II was the 
winner at 50 to 1. 

By the time the story leaked out 
in racing circles, nothing could be 
done about it. It developed that 
Father Bill had instructed Penny to 
keep going after the parade to the 
post, instead of turning around with 
the rest of the pack. 

Then to hide out near the far turn 
until he heard the hoofbeats of the 
approaching pack the second time 
around. Whereupon he was to dig 
his spurs into Bucko FI’s ribs and try 
to win with such an advantage. 

Everyone was so cold and the 
visibility was so poor that no one had 
noticed Bucko II’s absence at the 
starting line. So little was at stake 
for the others and Daly’s ruse was 
so hilarious that no one protested. 

So Bucko II can thank that 
blizzard in 1892 for the fact that he 
didn’t retire to full-time duty as 
Father Bill Daly’s horse as a maiden. 
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posers Who collaborated with the 
Nazis and Fascists be shunned 
freedom-loving people, or 
should their political activities be 
forgiven and forgotten, because of 
their exceptional musical gifts? 

The musical world, two years 
after the end of the war, is still try- 
ing to find an answer to that ques- 
tion. Even the ‘records of the 
musicians themselves do not clear up 
the situation. 

About Richard Strauss, the Aus- 
trian composer who was friendly to 
the Nazis, a pro-Ally singer -once 
said: “Does a great artist always have 
to be a great person? Because a 
gift is sometimes granted to a shell 
not worthy of it, does that make the 
rift any less?” 

Tito Schipa, the Italian tenor 
blacklisted by many audiences be- 
cause of his association with Fascists, 
answered the question thus: 

“IT sing good. Mussolini, he gave 
ne a medal, So what?” - 

This spring, with the arrival of 
Kirsten Flagstad in America, the 
question of talent versus politics be- 
came red-hot. 

Miss Flagstad, regarded as a great 
Wagnerian soprano, averaged $250,000 
. season before the war. 

Even those most critical of Miss 
Flagstad, a Norwegian, did not ac- 
cuse her of outright collaboration. 
Her husband, however, Henry Johan- 
sen, wealthy Norwegian lumber deal- 
er, prospered through his Nazi con- 
nections. He died awaiting trial. 

Her critics also pointed out that 
Miss Flagstad voluntarily returned to 
Norway after the brave little country 
had been conquered by the Nazis. 

Democratic Norwegians ostracized 
her during the war, complaining that 
she could have done so much more 
good in America, singing for Norway. 
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S posers great singers and com-

Miss Flagstad said on her arrival 
in America that she went home be- 
cause she loved her country and her 
husband and wanted to be with them. 
She didn’t sing in Norway. 

On her appearance here the Ameri- 
can Guild of Musical Artists refused 
to accept her application for mem- 
bership. It did, however, grant her 

temporary working permit. ; 

The charges against her, said the 
Guild, “have not been substantiated 
by any official body of this govern- 
ment, of Miss Flagstad’s native gov- 
ernment or any government.” 

Her hope, she said, was to become 
an American citizen, 

More important than that to music 
lovers was the account of Miss Flag- 
stad’s London recital The English 
packed the chilly theatre, wearing 
their overcoats, to give her round 
after round of applause. The women 
said: “Can we blame a woman for 
vanting to be with her husband?” 

Another woman, not so faithful, 
caused reverberations on three con- 
tinents. She was “Lili Marlene,” 
heroine of a song supposedly com- 
posed by two German storm troopers. 
English troops in North Africa heard 
it on German broadcasts. The Ameri- 
cans brought it to America. 

The question of payment of royal- 
ties came up, and the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers refused to permit this pay- 
ment to be waived. 

“Our society was formed to pro- 
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tect composers,” John G. Paine, gen- 
eral manager of ASCAP, says, “and 
we couldn’t go against ourselves. 
However, we made arrangements 
with the Alien Property Custodian, 
and he holds the money for the com 
poser. What he will do with it is up 
to Congress.” 

Now, it turns out, there is some 
confusion as to who really composed 


-the song. An Englishman claims to 


have written it, and there has been 
talk that the German composers ac- 
tually stole it from a Frenchman. 
Anyway, American publishers with. 
drew it after a stream of protest. 
The question mark, even bigger, 


undergoing criticism, as was Franz 
Lehar, 77-year-old composer, who re- 
fused to return to Austria. 

Although Strauss was frank about 
being a good German, no matter who 
might head the government, he 
achieved some degree of fame for 
being one of the few who told Hitler 
off and got away with it. 

Lehar was considered by many to 
be too friendly with the Nazis in his 
native city of Vienna. He prevailed 
upon his new friends to proclaim his 
wife an “honorary Aryan” during the 


‘war, but, ask his supporters, can he 


be blamed for protecting her? 

Even Walter Gieseking, who was 
under a cloud for his definite Nazi 
sympathies in America even before 
the war, has been cleared of being 
a member of the Nazi party. A 
great modern pianist, he gave con- 
certs in Germany during the war. 

A book called “Why I Am a Fas- 
cist,” supposedly authored by Gigli, 
came out as late as 1943, but he 
recently denied writing it. He was 
banned from Italian opera halls. 

When his daughter recently re- 
ported that he was to sing in Eng- 
land, the British Home Secretary was 
criticized for having permitted Gigli 
to enter England to sing in 1945. 
Gigli announced that England had 
been dropped from his itinerary. 

Schipa sang recently in Paris, and 
brought the house down, but many 
who had fought the Axis still cen- 
sured him. Long before the war he 
had insisted upon giving the Fascist 
salute in democratic countries. 

Even when an artist is “cleared,” 
apparently, criticism may remain. On 
the other hand, many music lovers 
still flock to hear artists who were 
definitely on the wrong side.

ROUND a mahogany table in 

the directors’ room of Chi- 

cago’s Michigan Avenue Trust 
Company, where Warren C. Spurgin 
usually presided as the bank’s presi- 
dent, state examiners sat uneasily. 
The president’s chair was vacant. 

The chief examiner broke the 
silence. “Mr. Spurgin won’t be with 
us today,” he said: “He has left with 
$1,590,000 of the bank’s funds.” 

Could this be possible? Almost 
any one on Chicago’s South Side 
would have said no in 1921. Others 
might abscond with _ institutional 
funds. .Not Mr. Spurgin. When he 
fixed his wide-spaced blue eyes on 
you, they had an honest look. 

You couldn't disbelieve him when 
he said, “My word is my bond.”

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Man Developed the Divebomber to Win the Last War. 
Nature's Insects Were Divebombing Their Enemies 
50,000,000 Years Before Man Learned to Fly.

ARTICLE I 


NE of the most spectacular and terrifying 
illustrations of man’s inventive genius is 
the divebomber. 

With it the forces of evil led by Hitler and 
Goering came close to conquering the world. 

With it, instead, the forces aroused against evil 
beat Germany into submission, reduced Berlin to 
rubble and sent Hitler to an underground suicide, 

Out of aerophysics and aerodynamics as World 
War II approached, man conceived an airplane 
which could dive at full power from great height, 
release its bombs at close range above a target 
and pull out in a climb so steep and’ fast that 
danger from anti-aircraft fire was greatly mini- 
mized. As the United States and England lagged 
in construction of all types of craft for aerial war- 
fare, Germany was secretly at work in her Junkers 
factories on the divebomber series climaxed by 
the devastating stuka, JU-87B. 

Years of top-secret research, of test and trial 
and improvement of design, of correction for stress 
and strain went into production of this lethal instru- 
ment which made mockery of the laws of gravity 
and centrifugal force. Upon it Hitler pinned his 
great hope for victory in the war and with it he 
planned to level London. 

The best inventive brains of Germany were 
merged in the development of Junkers JU-87B, a 
low-wing cantilever monoplane which could dive 
from as high as eight miles; carrying a ton of high 
explosive under certain conditions. Let us inspect 
the genius of man in its construction. 

Its wings, with a span of 45 feet, were tapered 
in chord and thickness on the outer sections, set 
at coarse dihedral. Their trailing edges hinged 
on a double wing principle, outer portions acting 
as ailerons while the inner portions functioned as 
Janding flaps. ‘Diving brakes were fitted beneath 
the front spars and outside the undercarriage legs 
which, with streamlined casings, appeared like the 
spurs of an eagle. 

Brakes were hinged clear of the under-surface 
and in normal flight were edge-on to the airflow. 
When the plane peeled off with its 12-cylinder 
1150 h. p. engine sounding like a buzz saw going 
through an iron barrel, the brake flaps turned 
through 90 degrees to present a flat-plate area to 
the airstream. 

Bombs were carried under both fuselage and 
wings, the bomb fuselage hung on links so it could 
be let down to clear the airscrew before release. 

External fuel tanks which could be jettisoned 
were designed for long-range attacks on England. 

Hitler turned his underground factories to day 
and night production of this weapon even while 
his scientists-for-war were experimenting with a 
pilotless divebomber, radio-controlled, faster than 
sound, which might, in the end, have accomplished 
his aims. He could not wait. He had in the 
JU-87B the secret weapon with which he would 
take over the world’s control. Holding it in reserve 
he launched the war! 

He gave horrified civilization a first demonstra. 
tion of its effectiveness when, angered by the 
tardy acceptance of his demand for the surrender 
of Rotterdam on May 1714, 1940, he sent over two 
squadrons of these stukas which reduced a large 
section of the city to dust and mortar in seven 
and one-half minutes. He gave a repeat perfor- 
mance with the destruction of Coventry —-a taste 
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for England of what he planned for London. 

But he delayed too long! The swift perfection 
of the British radar screen which traced every 
move of the unseen, approaching squadrons, the 
speedy development of super-speed fighter craft, 
and the training and courage of those dauntless “so 
few” who flew the fighters night and day saved 
England from annihilation by the JU-87B. 

Here in the divebomber, as Hitler conceived it 
for world power and as we adopted it ultimately 
to defeat him — here, surely, was something new 
on the face of the earth and in the air above it 

Man basked in the dazzling light of his own 
ingenuity — quite a fellow! 

But, hush! There was a divebomber in the air 
90 000,000 years ago, even earlier. Stumbling man- 
kind has only recently discovered its existence. 

It is one of the Cyrtidae, a family of two-winged 
flies characterized by a small head and enlarged, 
convex thorax, streamlined for its purpose. 

George Elwood Jenks, wealthy Californian and 
humble naturalist who loves all little creatures, 
spent two years of research in the adobe hills of 
Southern California compiling a photographic life 
history of nature’s divebomber which is printed 
for the first time on these pages. 

The Cyrtid divebomber is a flash of yellow in 
flight, diving with such a snar] of “engines” it often 
is mistaken for an unusually noisy bumblebee. 

Its target is the nest of the California trapdoor 
spider, one of the Cteniza dwelling in a vertical 
silk-lined hole in the ground. 

Its bombs are its eggs which, hatching into 
larvae (Ocnaea smithi Cole), attack and destroy 
the spider in its fancied bombproof shelter. 

The finding of a few devoured spiders in their 
nests alongside empty pupa 
cases of cellophane texture 
put Jenks on the trail of 
the spiders’ mysterious 
enemy. His observation of 
the diving tactics of the 
Cyrtid fly over the nests 
and the inspection of more 
than 2,000 nests resulted in 
these pictures and the nat- 
uralist’s fascinating report: 

“This insect bomber, fly- 
ing low over the trapdoor 
spider underworld, dis 
charges its eggs in full 


flight- and thus they are _ scattered widely. 

“When the eggs hatch the microscopic larvae, 
like well-trained paratroopers, make their way un- 
erringly to the nearest spider nest. They easily 
crawl through the crevices around the trapdoor 
and on down the tube. Probably the spider does 
not even see them and has no defense against them. 

“Usually only one larva attacks each spider but 
I have found as many as four within the body of 
a single spider. The larva penetrates the spider 
and settles down to feed upon the fatty tissues

which are located under the abdominal skin. 

“During the fall and winter the larva grows 
very slowly and apparently does not bother the 
spider at all. But the warmth of early summer 
speeds up its appetite and the spider dies. Then the 
larva bites a hole in the abdomen and crawls out.” 

The Cyrtid fly parasite completes its metamor- 
phosis within a fragile, transparent case out of 
which it eventually bursts in bright coloring, wings 
developed, to craw] up into the sunshine and take 
flight. Within a week the female fly mates, com-

pletes her bombing mission, and dies. Fully de- 
veloped as a divebomber the Cyrtid fly has no 
mouth and cannot eat. 

The insect divebomber lives only on the trap- 
door spider. How it unerringly finds the hidden 
nests of the trapdoor spider is a mystery. 

Perhaps this little insect uses radar to locate the 
trapdoor spider nests. 

The insect divebomber destroys myriads of trap- 
door spiders’ nests in a season and thereby main- 
tains the insect social balance in warm countries.

This little-known story of the tiny divebombing 
fly and the big spider may help man to a humility 
of spirit in the realization that the wonders God 
created with the beginning of life on earth dwart 
all the products of man’s inventive genius. 

There is a great mystery here upon which Jenks 
does not speculate. How does the insect dive- 
bomber locate the nest of the trapdoor spider? 
We know it possesses the super-gyroscope already 
noted in the common housefly; all! flies have it. 
Does it also have radar equipment like the moth, 
or a supersonic sound detector like the bat for 
location of this underworld. dweller it bombards 
to help maintain nature’s balance? Possibly. But 
just as possibly it is equipped with a locative device 
of a nature which the human brain Has not yet 
envisioned, a wonder of original creation upon 
which groping man may some day stumble and 
which he will hail as a great “invention” of his own. 

Not in self-pride and arrogance, but in humility 
man moves toward his destiny, for the attainment 
of which God equipped him with a soul. 

The wise are humble. The cardinals and bishops, 
the great ecclesiastics whose lifetimes are devoted 
to the study and teaching of God’s omnipotence, 
are humble men. So are the scientists, working 
with the raw materials of God's creations and con- 
stantly aware of their majesty. So are the natural- 
ists whose studies are an unending record of God's 
wonders-—-the moth with its radar, the bat with its 
supersonic sound detector, the housefly with its 
gyro-controlled power of acrobatic flight, the elec- 
tric eel with power plant and death ray, the Cyrtid 
fly divebomber. 

Man created a divebomber both for protection 
of good and for advancement of evil. 

Jenks points out that nature’s divebomber is 
used to control an underworld which may be likened 
to a force of evil. Unfortunately the development 
of human intellect is not confined to men and 
nations of good will, and the first mass demonstra- 
tion of the effectiveness of man’s divebomber was 
the destruction of Rotterdam by German stukas 
on May 14, 1940. Subsequently mien and nation’s 
of good will, who had developed a similar weapon 
for the protection of man’s liberty and dignity, 
used it effectively to destroy Berlin and subdue an 
underworld bent on conquest of mankind. 

As man makes use of God’s marvelous creation, 
the human brain._-for the advancement cf good or 
the advancement of evil—.man moves toward the 
salvation or loss of his soul.

He recalled it as he announced 
his recent retirement frpm the eating 
place he and his wife founded and 
made a unique success during 27 
years of unceasing toil. ‘Now at 60 
he’s going to see America, 

He's starting his adventure in 
leisure, however, with qualified ap- 
proval. “Eugenia,” he said, glancing 
at his wife, “is not too happy to 
give up work but we're very good 
friends. We'll find a dot to do.” 

Broadway sighed to see the Sardis 
go. So did the distinguished clientele. 
They still talk of the practical jokes 
that added to the charm of Sardi’s. 

Once Producer Gene Buck brought 
a trained donkey to a press agents’ 
luncheon. Seated on the table, bib 
tied on, the donkey took it blandly. 
Until a jokester fed him chili pepper. 

Then...upsetting the table, the 
animal sent a waiter sprawling in a 
trayful of soup, and streaked through 
the crowd at the door. 

Once, too, a prankster tried to ride 
a policeman’s horse into the _ res- 
taurant but the law nabbed him.

The “beard,” an Italian impresario, 
had glowered resentment. 

Making the man “a famous Roman 
duelist,” Allen’s friends faked a chal- 
lenge bidding the drama critic appear 
in Central Park at dawn with a brace 
of pistols. Kelcey allegedly worried 
off ten pounds while feverishly prac- 
ticing marksmanship all night. 

Sardi himself was the butt of 
pranksters. One noon, Press Agent 
Mare Lachman slipped from his table 
to the foyer and phoned the res- 
taurateur—.demanding that he set up 
tables for “30 Boy Scouts on their 
way over.” Sardi hurriedly began 
turning away customers to make 
room. No Boy Scouts appeared. 

Another time, Broderick Crawford 
and Wally Ford fed Crawford's police 
dog steaks Sardi successively ordered 
for himself—-Ford calling Sardi to the 
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phone while Crawford purloined his 
plate for the dog beneath their table. 
The dog finally gave them away 
by dropping a bone on the floor. 
Sardi still marvels at Paul White- 
man. The band leader once phoned 
to order six dozen Egyptian quail, in 
a huge Italian pie, for a supper for 
eight. When his musicians failed to 
show up, Whiteman ate all the pie. 
Sardi’s attitude toward Hollywood 
is Broadway’s. Years ago, when 
Greta Garbo first visited New York, 
she gave notice through her press 
agents that she would honor Sardi’s 
at luncheon. Before her arrival, 15 
of her retainers swafmed in and re- 
quested patrons not to maim her 
demanding autographs. 
“When she arrived,” 
“no one even turned his head 
Sardi always took care not to seat 
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enemies at adjoining tables, for the 
theatrical profession is notorious for 
its long-standing feuds. 

Typical is the vendetta between a 
certain producer, famed for his re. 
gard for money, and a playwright 
with a long memory. This dates 
from the time the producer staged 
the playwright’s maiden effort. 

Just before opening night, the op- 
timistic. producer, in an expansive 
mood, insisted on buying his thread. 
bare author a new suit. But when 
the show closed after one night, thc 
producer demanded the new duds. 

Celebrities have favorite tables at 
Sardi’s, usually beneath the Alex Gard 
caricatures of themselves. There are 
470 of these crowding the walls—all 
very unflattering. 

Hailed by Broadway columnists as 
“the world’s most famous hat-check 
girl,” Sardi’s red-haired Renee Carroll 
is an institution in herself. 

In 20 years the concession hac 
earned her half-interest in a ticket 
agency, considerable real estate, and 
a piece in several Broadway shows. 

She once refused a $1,000 tip from 
yangster Arnold Rothstein. Another 
time, she reproved Maurice Chevalier 
for leaving his hat in his car, “to 
cheat her out of a dime.” Chevalier 
apologized and went back for his hat. 

Frequently, Sardi, learning a 
producer was having difficulty keep- 
ing a show going, mailed a check. 
Actors “temporarily at liberty” never 
failed to get credit. 

He always had a fatherly interest 
in young tespians, especially chil- 
dren of actors. Recently he reproved 
John Barrymore’s daughter. “You 
can't come in my restaurant again, 
Diana,” he warned, “until you get 
enough sleep to lose those circles 
under your eyes!” 

But now, Vincent Sardi and his 
wife—-she always bossed the kitchen 
while he reigned in front—-are taking 
their first vacation. (After their mar- 
riage 33 years ago, they had only a 
brief subway ride for a honeymoon 
trip.) ‘Sardi’s, with its staff of 117, 
is in the hands of Ex-Marine Lieut. 
Vincent Sardi, Jr.

Ts five persons in the wrecked 


automobile were injured and 
helpless. Two other automobiles 
had stopped, but nobody seemed to 
know what to do. Then Robert Hil- 
debrand, a Missouri telephone com- 
pany lineman, came along. 
Hildebrand was the type of man 
who takes over. He looked over the 
injured persons, and then he went 
to work. 


First he put warning flags on the 


highway, so that cars rounding the 
curve wouldn't pile up on the wreck. 
Then he put on his climbers and 
went up a telephone pole. 

Plugging into the cable, he called 
the ambulance services at both Boon- 
ville and New Franklin, the nearest 
towns. When the ambulances were 
on the way, he came back down the 
pole and administered first aid to 
all five. 

Even after the ambulances ar- 
rived, HHdebrand had work to do. An 
ambulance driver wanted to put one 
of the injured, a young woman with 
two broken legs, into the front seat 
of the ambulance, Hildebrand insisted 
that she be put on a stretcher. 

Then he notified relatives of the 
injured, called wreckers to take care 
of the smashed car, and went on to 
his work. 

Years of making decisions on high 
poles, of repairing circuits, of first- 
aid training, had prepared Hildebrand 
for that morning. The telephone line 
man has to be ready at all times for 
any emergency. 

They're a hardy breed, these men 
who get the lines through, and they 
don’t give up easily. 

There was Frank Atkinson, who 
went out in a Colorado blizzard to 
repair a break in a line in the wild 
countryside near Fort Morgan, First 
the’ truck broke down, but Atkinson 
went on afoot. Nothing more was 
heard from the lineman, and a party 
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was sent out in search of him. 

His frozen body was found the 
next day, several miles farther along 
the line. He was lying in the snow 
with his tools in his arms—he’d kept 
guing until he dropped. 

Charles Tubby is known as a hero 
to Nis fellow linemen, but he made 
his reputation in comfort. Working 
in Bloomfield, Indiana, one day, he 
heard reports of a fire in a near-by 
coai mine. Tubby went out to see if 
he could help. 

There was no phone at the mine, 
but he promptly climbed the nearest 
pole and plugged in. He called addi- 
tional fire apparatus, and a mine res 
cue squad, because five men and a 
pony were trapped in the mine. 

He even called state police to clear 


the road for the rescuers. About 


this time he got cold up on the pole, 
so he ran a wire down to his truck 
and carried on in comfort. 

He placed a call for the nearest 
truck equipped with a winch, and put 
in calls for materials 4o be used in 
the rescue. He called the relatives 
of the men trapped in the mine, and 
told them not to worry. 

He let the reporters on the scene 
call their newspapers, Finally, the 
fire equipment he had ordered got 
the fire out, the rescue squads 
brought up the men and the pony, 
with the aid of the winch, and Tubby 
pulled down his wire and went home. 

It’s a romantic profession, and a 
lineman never forgets it. Three old 
timers, S. E. Merry, Charles M. 
Burall, and W. E. Burton, frequently 
get together and talk 
about the days when 
they were out on the 
lines, although they 
are now busy execu- 
tives for the long- 
lines department of 
the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph 
Co. in New York. 

“We used to put up clotheslines 
and aerials, cut limbs off trees, and 
do all kinds of things we weren't 
paid to do,” Merry recalls. “We had 
fun too—lI’ll never forget the time we 
bet a lineman he couldn’t get up a 
pole in 15 seconds. He got ten feet 
up before he realized he’d forgot to 
put his climbers on.” 

“A man wasn’t a lineman unless 
he could get down a 30-foot pole in 
three jumps,” Burton says. “Of course, 
he can't even try it now. Safety 
regulations say you've got to come 
down easy.” 

“The kids used to stand around 
and watch us with eyes big as sau- 
cers,” Burall laughs. “I broke all the 
rules once and put my hooks on a 
kid—-he was so little the straps went 
over. his knees. That kid was so 
happy and proud he went up the pole 
like a monkey. He's a foreman on 
a line gang now, and if 1 don’t look 
out he’ll take my job.” 

Those were the days, all right. 
Merry recalis routing New /York- 
Washington calls along a barbed wire 
fence many a time. 

Millas Green, a repairman for Pa- 
cific Telephone and. Telegraph at Fort 
Bragg, got a call once to rescue a 
Navy pilot, who had bailed out of his 
plane and landed in a tree. 
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Green hiked through the moun- 
tains, climbed the giant redwood in 
the middle of the night, slung a rope 
around the exhausted airman, who 
was ready to drop, and lowered him 
gently 75 feet to the ground. It was 
all in the day’s work. 

George F. Wilson, another Pacifi 
lineman, was patrolling long-distanc: 
lines through the mountains on skis 
when he ran into a howling blizzard. 
He yelled back to his partner, accord. 
ing to custom, from time to time, 
but, late in the afternoon, he got no 
answer. He found his _ partner 
slumped in the snow. 

Wilson took off his coat and cov- 
ered the man, and worked on him for 
a half-hour. Then he fought his way 
to a cabin, two miles away, to get 
wood and blankets. 
Back again, he stayed 
with his partner until 
the last hope faded, 
then bucked the 
storm for several 
hours to get to the 
nearest settlement. 

When he arrived, he 
was out of his head, 
his knees were blistered from long 
kneeling,in the snow, but he had done 
all any man could do. 

In a storm, Frank Murphy, splicer, 
stopped his car near Richmond, Calii.., 
when he saw a burning telephone 
pole. Flashes of electricity from wires 
and a barbed wire fence show®d him 
they had crossed with high-voltage 
power. It took all of Murphy’s elo 
quence to keep the bystanders from 
using water or fire extinguishers but 
he won when a cow brushed a pas 
ture gate and dropped—electrocuted. 

Robert M. Brooks and Charles R. 
Lane, of the Baltimore telephone 
company, were caught in a_ flood 
around Chesapeake Bay. 

Within a couple of hours, they 
had rescued a man and given him 
first aid, and had four women, six 
children, and a man in tow in two 
old rowboats. The whole area was 
flooded, but through knowledge of 
their telephone lines, Brooks and 
Lane were able to walk along the 
flooded road, towing the rowboats. 

Floods, blizzards, storms, broken 
power lines—the lineman must con- 
tend with them all, but there’s one 
thing even worse. 

“That’s fog,” says Burton with a 

. “Why, back in the Virginia. 
mountains, it used to get so foggy I 
couldn’t even see the pole I was 
climbing. Many’s the time I've hit 
the top of the pole and just kept 
right on climbing up in the fog. 
Pretty hard getting back down, too.”

open mornings, Rosenberg 
is not idle. Since the whole 
business is a one-man enter- 
prise, he uses the forenoon 
hours to purchase stock, 
keep books, and to attend 
to his hat export business 
in South America and Jo- 
hannesburg, South Africa. 

His unique enterprise be- 
gan quite by accident. A\l- 
ways a salesman, Rosen- 
berg was on the road for 
an Italian hat firm during 
the depression 17 years ago. 
He was in _ Pittsburgh, 
where, by the sleight of his 
own hand, he stranded him- 
self. He had spent all his 
money in a night club the 
evening before. 


IRING the home office 

brought no results. It 
was Columbus Day, and Ro- 
senberg had forgotten that 
the office would be closed 
for the holiday. The hotel 
manager was becoming in- 
creasingly embarrassing 
about the bill. Rosenberg, 
thinking he had either been 
fired or the company had 
gone broke, felt the need 
for quick action. 

He set up shop right 
there at the William Penn 
Hotel, merely hanging out 
a sign “Sample Hats for 
Sale.”

INDERELLA went to the ball and met her 

Prince Charming. Evelyn Florence Nesbit, 

on the night of Oct. 1, 1901, went to the 
studio of Stanford White, celebrated architect, 
and met a monster. 

This child, aged 16 years and nine months, who 
already was being hailed as the most beautiful 
model and chorus girl in the country, unfor 
tunately had no fairy godmother watching over 
her on that fateful occasion: indeed, she believed 
that White himself, in the absence of her mother, 
had assumed the role of protector. 

It had not occurred to her that the massive, 
red-haired architect, 31 years her senior, could be 
anything but a benevolent gentleman of wealth 
and charm who liked to have spirited young people 
around him. 

It had not occurred to her that there might 
have been an ulterior motive behind the fact that 
White had arranged to have her widowed mother 
visit friends in Pittsburgh for a few days. Evelyn 
had attached no particular significance to his 
promise to keep an eye on her, nor to her own 
promise to her mother to obey Mr. White in all 
things. 

“Everything will be all right,” the distinguished 
designer of Madison Square Garden, Washington 
Arch, the Hall of Fame, and numerous churches, 
clubs and mansions, had assured Mrs. Nesbit 
“You need have no worries about your child Tl 
take care of her.” 

S50, on the night of Oct. 1, 1901, this enchant 
ingly lovely specimen of blossoming American 
girlhood, known to her associates in the “FF loro 
dora” company as “the Innocent. Kid,” had experi 
enced no qualms as she stepped into the carriage 
White had sent for her and headed for his sump 
tuously-appointed studio on W. 24th st 

she, new to Broadway and its by-products, had 
no reason to suspect that what awaited her might 
be anything different from previous White parties 
she had attended sin:e first meeting him. 

There were people in New York who could 
have told Evelyn things about her 48-year-old 
benefactor. Other girls ... mothers ... men. 
Certainly Harry Thaw could have communicated 
some misgivings, but a cruelly procrastinating 
Fate had not yet arranged for Thaw to meet 
Evelyn. 

During the years of her poverty-haunted child 
hood, while her mother ran a boarding house in 
Pittsburgh and later tried unsuccessfully to be 
come a dress designer in Philadelphia, Thaw had 
been assimilating the education and culture then 
considered proper to a scion of enormous wealth 
and impeccable social prestige. 

At 30, he had long since become accustomed 
to a world that was still strange and glamorous 
to Evelyn Nesbit. He had mingled with the elite 
of two continents, as became the son of Mary 
Copley Thaw and the late William ‘Thaw, most 
bountiful philanthropist of his time. In his travels 
and associations, Harry ‘Thaw had long since come 
to know what, under certain circumstances, might 
menace a girl so young and beautiful. 
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HAW at this time had met White only casu 

ally, but he knew his reputation. 

He knew that the architect’s customers in 
cluded some of the most notable personages in 
the nation—John Jacob Astor, James Gordon Ben- 
nett, J. Pierpont Morgan, Stuyvesant Fish, Clar- 
ence H. Mackay, Herman Oelrich , Charles. L.. 
Tiffany, William K. Vanderbilt, and the various 
Whitneys, to’mention only a few, 

Thaw had once been a grest in White's apart 
ment in the tower surmounting Madison Square 
Garden. One historian has written: 

“White’s room in the tower represented a great 
outlay, for in its decorations were costly tapes- 
tries, bronzes and paintings. ‘The prevailing color 
scheme was red, as far as walls were concerned, 
and the skilful arrangement of rugs and tiger 
skins and crystal globes produced a _ striking 
effect. Pendant from the ceiling was a globe of 
crystal and cut glass, two feet in. diameter, from 
which a mellow radiance was suffused over the

richly decorated apartment, which suggested a 
mysterious fairyland. 

“Once in a while Mr. White gave entertain- 
ments in this room, at which the women and men 
of society were his guests. 
entertainments on which Venus, not Diana |[refer- 
ring to the nude statue which topped the tower] 
should have looked down.” 

Thaw, according to Bill Dannenberg, a close 
adviser for many years, also knew about the 
famous girl-in-the-pie party at the studio of Jimmy 
Breese, which White had stage-managed before 
Evelyn came upon the scene. Those who had 
attended this affair congratulated White on the 
artistic job he had done. 


UT eventually there were to be repercussions 

which frightened the™n practically out of their 
wits. (Thaw himself was to see how panic-stricken 
Stanford White’s friends could become.) 

“We wanted a blowout,” one of the participants 
explained later, “and we did not propose to be 
limited by New Englandism, politics or anything 
else. There were 50 men present [including some 
of the leading pleasure-seekers of the period). 

“Everything was in the best of taste, arranged 
by artists. Remarkably fine music by a colored 
orchestra, and no talks, no speeches, no toasts. 
Two girls — models —in exquisite costumes, one 
blonde and one brunette, poured the drinks, each 
one serving the colored wine that corresponded 
to her complexion. 

“At the dessert, solemn serving men came 
forward, carrying a six-foot pastry which was 
placed in the middle of the great horseshoe table. 
The Negro musicians began to sing: 


Sing a song of sixpence, 
Pocket full of rye, 

Four and twenty blackbirds 
Baked into a pie. 

When the pie was opened... 


“And with that someone leaned forward and 
skilfully broke the pie crust.” 

As the pie was opened, dozens of canary birds 

blackbirds having been unobtainable — had 
poured out and flown around just as “a charming 
figure of a girl,” draped head to foot in a diapha- 
nous costume of black, rose out of the dish.

“Nobody else was there when I arrived, only 
Mr. White,’ Evelyn was to testify. “I asked him 
if the same people were coming as at the other 
parties. He said, ‘What do you think, they have 
turned-us down!’ I said, “Then we won't have a 
party?’ And he replied, “They’ve probably gone 
off somewhere else and forgotten about us.’ I 
said, ‘Hadn't I better go home?’ but he said ‘we 
might as well sit down and have a bite to eat.’ So 
I took off my hat and coat and we ate. 

“After supper, he told me I had not seen all of 
his place, that he had three floors, and there 
were some very beautiful things in all the ro6ms. 
He said he would take me around and show them 
to me. 

“We went up another flight of stairs—-not one 
we had gone up before [when she and another girl 
in the show, Edna Goodrich, had cavorted in a red 
velvet swing and kicked their feet through a 
Japanese parasol suspended from the ceiling] but 
a little, tiny back stairs, and I came into a strange 
room that I hadn’t seen before. ‘ 

“There was a piano in this room, paintings on 
the walls, and very interesting cabinets all about. 
We looked at this room for some time, and I sat 
down at the piano and played something. 

“Then Mr. White asked me to come and see 
the back room. I followed him through some 
curtains, and saw that this back room was a bed- 
room.” 


The night being somewhat chill, a log fire- 


blazed in a fireplace. Above the mantel hung a 
nude painting by Robert Reid. ‘Draperies hung 
from ceiling to floor. In one corner stood a four- 
poster bed draped with curtains. The headboard 
of the bed, the dome of the canopy, and the wall 
next to the bed were three solid mirrors. 

Concealed around the top of the bed were tiny 
electric bulbs, and within easy reach were a series 
of buttons regulating the light effects. One button 
produced an amber glow, another a rose effect, 
another a soft blue. 

“IT sat down at a small table,” Evelyn continued. 
“There was a bottle of champagne and one glass. 
Mr. White picked up the bottle and poured the 
glass full. 

“IT paid no attention to him because I was 
looking at the picture over the mantel.

The*time was to come 
when a courtroom would reverberate with these 
thunderous words of Harry Thaw’'s chief de- 
fense attorney, Delphin M. Delmas: 

“Oh, better for Stanford White if he had never 
been born, rather than he should have seen that 
day! Better that his ears had never been opened 
than they should have heard the shriek of honor 
and anguish of the victim... 

“For what had he done? He had perpetrated 
the foulest, the most cowardly, the most dishonor- 
able of the sins and crimes that can stain or de- 
face the image of God. He, the strong, the power- 
ful, had lured.a girl to her undoing and.. .had 
crushed the poor little flower that was struggling 
toward the light and toward Heaven.

died before that day. For then he might have 
died at the meridian of his splendor, then public 
mournings might have attended his obscquies, 
then he might have died before his name became 
a byword and his memory would not have sur- 
vived only to be execrated!”’ 

Evelyn related that she didn’t remember how 
she got her clothes or how she got home “but I 
know he took me home to the Hotel Audubon, 
where I lived, and I sat up all night.” She said 
that White returned that afternoon and she was 
still sitting there. “I had not gone to bed or done 
anything,” she stated. é 

“He got down on his knees beside me. He 
picked up the edge of my dress and kissed it, and 
I would not look at him. I sat staring out the 
window. ‘Then, after a while, he said: 

“*Why won’t you look at me, child?’ 

“TI said, ‘Because I can't.’ 

“Then he began to talk to me. He told me 
that I must not be worried or upset. He said that 
everything was all right. He told me that I had 
the most beautiful head he had ever seen, and 
that he would do a great many things for me. 

“He said that ‘everybody did thesé things.’ He 
said it was all people were born for and all that 
they lived for. He said I was so nice looking and 
slim that he couldn’t help it.

How to Be 
a Genius 


ANY people are per. 

fectly willing to be. 
come geniuses if someone 
would kindly show them 
how. 

Scientists haven't yet de- 
vised a formula for this, 
but Dr. Emil Bunta, promi- 
nent Chicago neurologist, 
laid down a few hints the 
other day. And in so doing 
he rudely upset a lot ef 
popular misconceptions 
about the origin of genius. 

A genius, reported Dr. 


Geniuses, Says One Erx- 

pert, Seldom Inherit Their 

Unusual Abilities From 
Their Parents. 


Bunta, seldom transmits 
his or her special gifts to 
an offspring. Most gen- 
iuses, he said, are born to 
non-genius parents. 

Geniuses are seldom born 
into poor families. “The 
vast majority of men of 
genius seem to belong to 
the rich and middle classes,” 
he observed. 

It’s a myth that life in 
some seacoast picture-book 
village or beautiful moun- 
tain retreat helps produce 
unusual mental powers. 
Cities, though drab, produce 
13 times as many geniuses 
as the country. 

You need not have an 
oversized brain. It’s not 
size, but the nerve fibers. 
depth of cerebral convolu- 
tions and number of gray 
cells that count. 

Nor need any genius re- 
sort to liquor or drugs. It’s 
a mistaken belief that they 
increase creative capacity. 
Addicts who have turned 
out great work had the 
ability to do so before they 
leaned on false crutches. 


OR any in doubt about 

their status, Dr. Bunta 
offered a list of what he con- 
siders the four chief hall- 
marks of genius. To strut 
your stuff in the genius 
league, he suggests, you 
must have: 

1. Ability to produce new 
ideas, whether artistic, lit- 
erary, scientific, philosophic 
or practical. 

2. A complete disinterest 
in personal gain. 

3. Achievements with 
both quality and perma- 
nency. ‘ 

4. Worldwide appreciation 

of your work. 
* “Many persons rate high 
in two or even three of 
these essentials,” Dr. Bunta 
said. “Only the rarest in- 
dividuals rate high in all 
four. 

“IT believe that if 20,000 
well-known leaders in the 
world were listed, true gen- 
ius would be found in about 
one of them.”

Remember, too, that .you 
will not like the final result 
unless you hang on your 
walls only the pictures that 
you and your family really 
enjoy. 

Pleasing Combinations 

IRST, select pictures for 

each room which harmo- 
nize in color and style with 
the rest of the furnishings. 
This does not mean that 
your paintings and furni- 
ture must both represent 
the same period. Just as 
modern pieces of furniture 
can be effectively grouped 
with older pieces, so can 
you combine pictures and 
furniture of two different 
periods. But the total ef- 
fect must be tasteful and 
pleasing. 

Effective Frames 

HiE function of the frame 

is to set off a picture 
effectively without over- 
powering it. To achieve 
this, see that the frame is 
in keeping with the type 
of picture: with which it is 
used. In other words, it 
should carry out the “feel- 
ing” of the picture. Many 
handsome frames have been 
designed to go with con- 
temporary paintings. Woods 
which have been _ pickled 
or bleached or textured by 
weather such as drift- 
wood-——can be used in a va- 
riety of ways toeform a 
dramatic background for a 
painting done in bold, vig- 
orous colors. 

Traditional oil paintings 
look well in gilt frames or 
richly carved wood frames. 
Water colors, pastels and 
etchings should be hung 
in simple wood or lacquered 
frames. 


Use of Mats 


ATS go well with all 

types of pictures ex- 
cept oils. 

Keep in mind the size of 


the frame as well as the 
amount of available wall 
space you have when you 
are planning the dimensions 
of the mat. Above all, 
avoid a mat that is too 
small, for it will make your 
picture look crowded. 

You can. put your imagi- 
nation and artistic talents 
to work in selecting just 
the right mat to comple- 
ment a favorite picture. 
Experiment with rough tex- 
tured papers and fabrics— 
shantung, homespun or 
coarse linen in white, ecru 
or a color. 

Picture Grouping 
INCE each picture you 
hang is important and 

well liked by you, each one 
should be given an impor- 
tant position on-.the wall 
not placed in a space that 
is partially taken up with a 
vase or candlesticks which 
will obscure and _ detract 
from the picture. 

One of the greatest pic- 
ture hanging sins you can 
commit is to hang small 
pictures in spotty fashion 
around the room wherever 
an empty space presents 
itself. Instead of doing 
this, group similar small 
pictures together in identi- 
cal or harmonizing frames 
and mass them in an ar- 
tistic arrangement above 
the sofa or fireplace. 

If the pictures are the 
same size, they can be hung 
in a straight line or a rec- 
tangular block. If they 
vary in size, arrange them 
in a formal balance with 
the largest picture in the 
center and the others 
grouped around it. Be sure 
the bottom of the pictures 
form a straight line along 
the lowest row.
